Popcorn for breakfast! 

This is the advice of Uncle Sam. 
who has just completed an exhaustive 
study of the subject. He finds that 
Popcorn has considerable value as a 
food and when properly prepared for 
the table is superior to many of the 
breakfast foods on the market. 

In order to make the raising of this 
attractive to farmers, a bulletin just 
issued says that $1 worth popped and 
put in 5-cent packages brings $30 at 
retail. 

Regarding the preparation of pop- 
corn for Uncle Sam, it is announced 
that he likes these recipes ‘very much: 

Chocolate Popgorn—Dwo | teacupfuls 
of white sugar, half @ of corm 
Syrup, two ounces of chocolate and 
& cup of water, put into kettle and 
cooked until syrup hardens, when 
cold water is addgd> This is poured 
over four quarts of crisp, freshly 
popped corn. 

Sugared popcorn—Two teacupfuls 
of granulated sugar and @ teacupful 
of water boiled until the syrup strings 
from a spoon. This is poured over 
six quarts of freshly popped corn.

EMPLOYEES ARE WATCHED 


Companies Grieve Most Over 
Failure of ‘Infallible System’ 
of Guarding Valuables. 


There are all the makings of as 
pretty a mystery down Savannah way 
as ever popped from the pages of 
Conan Doyle or Poe. To-day, more 
than a month since the theft of $71,- 
900 was discovered by the Southern 
Express Company, through which it 
had been consigned to Georgia banks 
not the slightest breath of a clew has 
been fonnd to fix any guilt. 

Yet every special agent ari de- 
tective in the employ of the Southern 


and the Adams Express companies has 


entered the hunt, executive officers 
are racking their brains and slighting 
other duties, Pinkertons and local de- 
tectives everywhere between New 
York and Savannah have been com- 
missioned to find the money or the 
thieves, and ghousands of dollars are 
being spent4n the investigation. 

Every foot of right of way of the 
Southern and the Adams companies 
between New York and Savannah has 
been scoured. Every employee who 
might be in any way connected with 
handling or even viewing the money 
has been investigated,*his past and 
present life, his habits, his tastes, 
even his thoughts, so far as possible, 
have been studied, ‘Still there is no 
clew, 

Failure of “System” Bewalled, — 

Tt is not the lose of the money that 
stings the two great éxpress compa~ 
nies. Their officials have announced 
that they are prepared to spend much 

that emeupt to find the 
Fobber.” *Watr fers atises from the 
fact that their infallible “system” has 
gone awry, This system has protect- 
ed valuables before this. It was 
thought ¢*mpossible to disturb the 
contents of any consignment without 
sign of some sort being left that 
would point to the robber. 

There must be some irregularity, 
sald the express compantes’ men, with 
serene confidence. There may be 
thefts, but the thief could not get 
away with his haul without discovery 
and arrest, they declared. 

Until this $71,900 robbery occurred 
all went well. But now the vaunted 
“system” has proved fallible, the 
money has vanished ae into air, with- 
out a trace being left of its disap- 
pearance, - 

Two express messengers are named 
in connection with the shipment of 
the money. W, L. Schindell, of New 
York, came with the strong box from 
New York as far as Florence, S. C., 
where it was transferred to L. C. 
Bryan, who took Jt into Savannah. 

Both these men are at the DeSoto 
Hotel in Savannah. They are being 
kept there by the companies while 
the Investigation fs conducted. They 
are allowed to go where they please, 
but are never out of sight of one of 
the company’s men. 

Both Men Under Guard. 

The officials and detectives are 
frank in admitting they have investi- 
gated the two young men. Schindell 


is said to move in the second-class 
vaudeville set in New York, but he 
has never been known to drink to ex- 
cess or to play the white lights. Bry- 
an, 4 country boy, lives at Florence, 
and runs only as far as Savannah. 
His habits are said to be good.

The passage of the new American 
tariff law has aroused unrestrained 
jubilation all over Europe. 

Practically newspaper 
prominence writes with unconcealed 
aatisfaction of a measure which, 
without containing any clause of 
reciprocity, opens the way to flood- 
ing the American markets with 
forelgn products. 

The American this morning adds 
to the cabled expression of British, 
German, ‘French and Italian op'rJars 
Published in Sunday's American, all 
these additional reports showing a 
conviction that the new 
tarif/act will benefit Europe as much 
48 of more than it does America. 
Special Cable to The American, 

BERLIN, Oct. 11.— systematic and 
vigorously coniucte 
development of German trade in the 
American market promises to be the 
first result of the new tariff. Whether 
the work is to be carried on through 
orgapization or by the individual ef- 
forts of exporters singly is yet to be 
determined, but several larger Ger- 
man commercial organizations al- 
ready are preparing to give any ef- 
fort of the kind their energetic sup- 
port. 

Bodies like the industrial associa- 
tions, Hansa Bund and leading Ger- 
man Chambers of Commerce have 
already .obtained by telegraph the 
leading schedules of the bill in Its 
final revision and are sounding lead- 
ing industrial concerns as to their 
opinions, 

Many Industries to Benefit. 

Inquiries among various branches 
of the manufacturing industry show 
the firms which are taking most ac- 
tive interest in the newly opened 
possibilities of trade expansion are 
those engaged in the following: 

Cotton, woolen goods, textile fab- 
rics, porcelain, earthenware, leathers, 
chemicals, chemical dyes, foodstuffs, 
leather, watch and clock cases and 
cutlery. 

The list leaves out concerns in the 
heavy steel industry, but those, it 
was pointed out, could scarcely hope 
to compete with American products 
in any event.

The Philadelphia Athletics, by de- 
feating the New York Giants yes- 
terday, won their third world's cham- 
pionship In four years, while the 
Giants lost -their--third suecessive 
chance to win the highest honors in 
baseball. The Athletics thus made a 
record, and the Giants tied one—that 
established in 1907, 1908 and 1909 by 
Detroit, which team lost three world’s 
series in succession. 

The campaign this year was short 
and sharp, The last time the Giants 
and Athletics met, rain and snow in- 
terrupted the series about midway, 
and it was two weeké in finishing. 
This year the series began Tuesday 
and ended Saturday of the same 
week. 

The special features of the play in 
the series of 1913 were the batting 
of the Athletics and the lack of ef- 
fective pitching by the Giants, ex- 
cept the case of Mathewson. 


Bender pitched the first game, last 
Tuesday, and was opposed by Mar- 
quard, who was speedily routed, the 
Philadelphias winning 6 to 4, in spite 
of a brisk attack by the Giants on the 
Indian hurler, 

Mathewson at Best. 

Mathewson opposed Plank in the 
Second game, which was played in 
Philadelphia. He pitched the great- 
est game of all his honorable career, 
blanked the Athletics for ten innings, 
and started the rally that beat Eddie 
Viank in the last Inning. The score 
Was 3 to 0, 

Tesreau was selected by McGraw 
to pitch the third game played in 
New York against Bush, a recruit, 
for the Athletics. Bush pitched well, 
while Tesreau was driven from the 
mound in the early innings, the final 
Score being 8 to 2, the loogest con- 
test of the series, 

The fourth game was played Fri- 
day in Philadelphia, and this time 
McGraw ‘started a youngster, Al 
Demaree, who was opposed by the 
veteran Bender. Demaree was knock- 
ed out, but Marquard stopped the 
Scoring and the Glants nearly won the 
game by hard pounding of Bender in 
the closing innings. The score was 
6 to 6, 

_Then came the finish and the 
Sweeping victory in the series, when 
Pa Athletics won yesterday on the 
‘olo Grounds, New York, defeating 
Christy Mathewson, whose fine work 
was rendered futile by the wavering 
of his mates and the grand pitching 
of Eddie Plank, who yielded only two 
hits. The score was 3 to 1. 

Giants in Bad Condition. 

A composite score of the five games 

shows that the Athletics out-pitched, 
out-flelded, out-batted and generally 
put -played their rivals at all points.

Sea to Rescue.

The 8. O. S. call was heard by 
the Carmania, 78 miles away, and 
by other ships within the zone 
and answered, 

It was sent out about 8 o'clock 
Thursday morning. “The Carma- 

‘nia made 20 miles an hour 
through the storm and was there 
at noon, 

The Grosser Kurfurst and the 
Seydlitz, «a German tramp, 
reached her at 4 o'clock. 

Seven other ships—La Tou- 
raine, Minneapolis, Rappahan- 
nock, Czar, Narragansett, De- 
vonian and Kroonland—reached 
her by nighttime. 

The passengers were taken off 
and more than 500 lives saved on 
Friday. It was possible only 
through the use of wireless. 


Special Cable to The American. 

LIVERPOOL, Oct. 11,—One hun- 
dred and thirty-six persons lost their 
lives when the steamship Volturno, 
of the Uranium Line, was destroyed 
at sea on Friday, having been on fire 
24 hours. 

Ten steamships surrounded the 
Volturno for sixteen hours while the 
fire raged at its height, but none of 
the rescue fleet was able to lend as- 
sistance owing to the terrific storm. 

The Volturno sailed from Rotter- 
dam for New York, via Halifax, on 
October. 2. She carried 24 cabin pas- 
sengers, 540 steerage and a crew of 
93. Of the 657 known to have been 
on board, 521 have been reported 
saved by the ten vessels. 

The greatest loss of life occurred 
when four of the Volturno’s six life- 
boats wererdashed to pieces against 
the side of the vessel a few moments 
after they were launched. Other life- 
boats launched from the rescue ships 
were also crushed by the waves. 

Early Friday morning a terrific ex- 
plosion in the Volturno’s boiler room 
almost rent the vessel in half. When 
this occurred the passengers on the 
stricken ship believed they were 
doomed while the captains of the ves- 
sels which had rushed to the rescue 
could see little chance of saving those 
on the burning ship. 

Lifeboats Launched. 

Suddenly the gale abated and the 
sea calmed considerably. Within a 
few moments a score of lifeboats had 
been launched from the vessels stand- 
ing by and were rushing toward the 
stern of the Volturno, where the pas~ 
sengers and crew were huddled 
against the rail. 

When the Volturno was abandoned 
Friday morning she was seen to be 
gradually sinking. Her position was 
then about 900 miles northeast of 
Cape Race and close to the spot

“Holy Rollers” Writhe in Pit, Talk 
in “Tongues” and Submit 
to Snake Bites. 
GADSDEN, Oct. 11—The law may 


be invoked to stop strange and dan- 
gerous practices of a religious sect 


known as the “Holiness People” or 
“Holy Rollers.” Fanatical leaders 
have stirred the ignorant mountain 


people into a state of frenzy in Eto- 
wah, DeKalb, Marshall, Cherokee, 
Jackson and adjoining counties, and 
the conditions have reached such a 
stage in some sections that the more 
sober-minded citizens are seriously 
considering taking steps to interfere 
and protect the weak and ignorant 


from the “Holy High Priests of God," 
whose practices border on the black 
arts, 

From lonely mountain settlements 
reports are sifting in of acts of cruel- 
ty and almost unheard-of frenzy on 
the part of the leaders and the lay- 
men, To impress their followers, the 
exhorters have gone so far as to try 
to raise the dead and perform other 
miracles, even to permitting snakes 
to bite them while telling their people 
that they are possessed of the Holy 
Ghost and therefore immune from 
earthly harm. 

How the “Spirit” Works. 

The followers of the strange cult 
are taught that when once they be- 
lieve in the doctrine they, too, will be 
possessed of all the power of the 
teacher. 

Following every sermon a pit is dug 
in the ground, and when a subject 
comes under the influence of the 
“power” he ts placed in the pit, where 
he rolls about, muttering a strange 
gibberish. The preacher tells the con- 
gregation that the subject is possessed 
of the Holy Spirit and is talking in a 
strange tongue, which can only be 
translated by one who has received 
divine sanctification, Frequently the 
preacher translates the words the sub- 
ject utters, or which he claims he ut- 
ters, 

At some of the meetings as many 
as 300 people have joined and from 25 
to 50 persons have been writhing in 
the pit at the same time. 

Men, women and children become 
“possessed” of the “spirit.” Some sit 
on the ground, their bodies swaying 
backward and forward; some roll 
about in the dirt, while others jump 
up and down, always with the eyes 
closed and the lips pronouncing 
strange syllables. 

Some of the victims have become 
utterly exhausted and have remained 
in a stupor for hours after their en- 
feebled bodies refused to permit them 
to continue their wild contortions. 

A court stenographer, visiting one 
of the meetings, traced the words ut- 
tered by a woman, “Yibbrie, yibbrie, 
yako, yako, pomba yamba chataka, 
yekeddi chakoa, chakoa,” and hun- 
dreds. of other meaningless sounds 
were made. 

Fanatics Undergo Torture, 

That these people are in deadly ear- 

nest there can be little doubt, with 


| the exception of some of the leaders, 


who are educated and who are te all 


indications preying upon the weak- 
nesses of their followers. Some say 
that the teacher has the “true be- 


liever" under a hypnotic spell, 

The followers of the cult do not be- 
lieve in physicians, and when thelt 
children fall sick they are permitted 
to die. 

One subject, a youth of DeKalb 
County, permitted a rattlesnake to 
bite him to show his people it could 
not hurt him. He died a few hours 
later. 

A “Rev.” Holsap, holding a series of 
meetings at Boaz, an enlightened com- 
munity in Marshall County, failed to 
make the proper Impression on the 
audience, and to convince at least 
some of the people that his teachings 
were correct, he let a rattler bite him. 
He suffered untold agony, but recov- 
ered. 

Think They Will Never Die. 

Followers of the Holy Roller 
preachers have been taught that the 
end of the world is near at hand, that 
on the resurrection morn, after the 
earth has been destroyed, they will be 
conveyed to heaven by white-robed 
angels, and wtit never know the suf- 
fering of death. 

The simplicity of some of these un- 
educated people of the mountains is 
pathetic. They become angered when 
one differs with them or makes an ef- 
fort to convince them their religion 
is wrong. Anyone who attempts to 
interfere is considered an enemy to 
God and righteousness and a subject 
for destruction. Al] fear of the laws 
of man is lost. The world sinks into 
insignificance, and only the teaching 
of the “Holy High Priest of God” is 
taken into account. 

The Holy Rollers invaded this sec- 
tion of the State almost two years 
ago.

Denied Franchise by California 
Courts, Mrs. Gordon Carries 
Battle to Washington. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—Right 
up to the highest court im the land ‘s 
to go the appeal of Mrs. Ethel Coope 
Gordon, wife of Mackenzie Gordon, an 
Englishman, that she be permitted 
her inalienable rights of citizenship 
as bestowed upon her by the mate 
electors of California. 

The California Supreme Court de- 
cided against Mrs. Gordon when shez 
brought suit to compel Registrar Ze- 
mansky to register her as an Ameri- 
can citizen. 

“It is not merely my own citizen- 
ship that is involved,” said Mrs. Gor- 
don,. “There are 4,000,000 women in 
the equal suffrage States, and many 
of these are doubtless in the same 
predicament as myself. I think it is 
a matter which should be sifted thor- 
oughly and settled. 

“It is,” she said, with a laugh, “just 
another fight for suffrage that I am 
making alone.” 

So in the Gordon household there 
is just one American citizen, Macken- 
zie Gordon, Jr., 5 months old, whose 
ballot js worrying him not at all. 

“My mother,” said Mrs, Gordon, 
“would have the same standing I have 
were it not for the fact that my fa- 
ther is dead. She is an American and 
he was an Englishman. Because she 
is a widow she votes, while I, be- 
cause my Scotch husband ts alive, can 
have no voice in my country's af- 
fairs. 

“They will not let me be natural- 
ized, either. I don't want to get the 
ballot through my husband's naturall- 
zation, He will do it for me, but 
many foreign husbands would not do 
it for their wives. So I think it ts a 
matter which should be settled by an 
act of Congress !f it ean not be ar- 
ranged any other way.” 

As a final shot at interpreting cit!- 
zenship, Mrs. Gordon declared: 

“If they give us equal rights really, 
{t should mean that my husband by 
nvarrying me became an American 
citizen. If a forelgn woman marries 
an American man she Can vote at 
once. Why should not the same ap- 
ply to a foreign man?”

ary 25. He deserted her, It is said, 
for another woman. 

It was but litthe more than = six 
uonths later that the elder sister's 
rediction of death came true. 

Four Children Mothertess. 

‘I just felt that Dr. Barron would 
Kill my poor sister,” sobbed Mrs. 
Maddox, as she sat on the front 
porch of her home, half a mile from 
Milner, her arm around pretty Dor- 
othy Barron, the 22-year-old daughter 
of the dead woman. 

There are three other little children 
motherless by the strange death 
of the former Milner girl. They are 
being cared for by Dr. J. M. F. Bar- 
ron, father of the accused husband, 
whose home at Liberty Hill, Pike 
(ounty, is but five miles distant from 
the home of W. R..S. Mann, a pros- 
pecous farmer and the accusing fa- 
er of the dead. woman. 
rs. Maddox, like all members of 
iann family, thinks Dr. Barron]

“If Sallie Lou had only listened 
to me, She would be alive today, " she 
tried; i“but she lovéd that inhuman 
husband and she would take no heed.

heart sank saw ‘that. Sallie 
Lou had ut ee to his words of per- 
fuasion and was going agajn into his 
clutches, When I told her she would 
not be alive in gix months, she mere- 
ly laughed at me. 

‘Oh, sister, I'm not afraid of him;

Counted the Months.

J was not surprised at her 
death. That man poisoned my sister 
AS sure as the world, and he should 
pay the penalty. Ill ‘never rest until 
justice has been done for this crime. 
He had my sister fooled; that’s all. 
If he loved her as he made her be- 
fleve, why did he rush out the vecy 
next day after her funeral and mar- 
ry anether woman?

“Dr. Barron pretended to be minis- 
tering to her, and said she was suf- 
fering with uraemtic poisoning. But 
during the whole time I was there, I 
saw him give her only one dose of 
medicine. He professed that she 
couldn't retain medicine, but she kept 
this one dose, Dr. Barron had his 
office in a room across the hall from 
my sister’s room, and h® prepatred the 
dose of medicine in there and brought 
it into the room in a glass. 

“I didn’t see it and don’t know 
what it looked like. But sister didn't 
want to take it. As she swallowed 
it, her face twitched, and she said, 
‘Carrie, this will kill.’ ‘Then she seem- 
ed in greater pain than usual, she 
said the medicine hurt her so much. 
She complained so much of a ter- 
rific pain in her chest She would 
apply her hand to this spot.

Hot breads seldom figure on a 
White House breakfast menu. Neither 
are the sawdust, baled hay or mit- 
tress-flavored cereals, commonly 
found on American breakfast tables, 
in high favor. 


The President prefers eggs, soft 
botled, poached or fried. Bacon, fried 
crisp in thin slices, invariably ac- 


companies the eggs, which are eaten 
with hot buttered toast. 

Fried or baked potatoes are another 
item in the morning meal, which In 
all its appointments is simplicity tc- 
self. 

Luncheon Also Is Simple. 

Lunch, which is eaten at 1:30, 1s 
equally simple. It usually consists of 
lamb ehops or broiled fish. 

Mashed or baked potatoes and peas 
or beans are the accompanying vege- 
tables, while a green salad is a dainty 
that invariably graces the President's 
board both at lunch and dinner.

print its Scriptures in some foreign 
country, possibly Japan, in order to 
meet the confpetition of English Bi- 
bles printed th other lands where la- 
bor ig cheaper. 

“What the effect of the tariff bill, 
in placing English Bibles on the free 
list, will be can not now be deter- 
mined. The society has taken no ac- 
tion whatever with relation to the 
matter. 
printing at the Bible House in New 
York all the English Bibles which It 
has used in its general missionary 
work throughout the United States 
and In foreign lands,

“Kicking is a great American priv- 
flege, and a convict feela like a hu- 
man being when he has a chance 
to indulge in it to his heart's con- 
tent.’ 

The honor system, according to 
Warden Allen, will some day be In 
vogue in every prison in America. 
He put it in force when the firat 
gang of convicts was sent out on the 
road work near Dixon, under the new 
State convict labor law that went 
inte effect July 1. Forty convicts 
were in the first gang. They will be 
employed on road construction in Lee 
County until December 1 and the 
warden declared the honor system ts 
to be used entirely during the 90-day 
period 

“There is not a gun in the camp,” 
said the warden. “Of course, the men 
1 send out on road work are among 
the best prisoners, and I would not 
be afraid to send them without guards 
to China, but I belleve there are sev- 
eral score more Uke them in the 
prison workshops, They know they'll 
get a chance at outside work if they 
are good, and they are ‘being good.’ * 
Governor Dunne has agreed to com- 
mute the sentence of every convict 
employed with the road gangs ten 
days fur each 380 days he is em- 
ployed.

HUNTSVILLE, Oct. 11. —The fact 
that the State of Alabama has 
charged Probate Judge W. T. Lawler, 
of Madison County, with irregulari- 
ties involving $84,777.20 in the alleged 
payment of warrants without the au- 
thority of the Commissioners’ Court, 
was made public in Judge Ballentine’s 
charge to the Grand Jury of the Law 
and Equity Court. 

W. F. Wilkinson, State Examiner of 
Public Accounts, submitted a written 
report under oath of his findings in 
an examination of the books of the 
probate judge and County Commis- 
sioners. He finds that with one ex- 
ception no publication has been made 
of receipts and expenditures of the 
money of the county within several 
years; that but few claims against 
the county are passed by the Com- 
missioners’ Court while in session nor 
are they examined and approved, but 
are left In the hands of the probate 
judge to issue warrants against the 
county at his will. 

Judge Wilkinson charges that the 
County Gommissioners do not audit 
claims, but leave them to the pro- 
bate Judge to do this at his pleasure. 
The total amount involved is $84,- 
777.29, including missing vouchers not 
in files amounting to $8,219.69. 

Judge Ballentine charge@ the Grand 
Jury to investigate these charges and 


return indictments against officials 
who are responsible.

A noiseless world! It is a large 
order—one of the biggest ever—but 
Hiram Percy Maxim is going to fill it.

The public 
chortled ironically when the still 
comparatively youthful inventor stai- 
ed that it might be possible to banish 
all sound when a gun was fired. It 
was termed a mere inventor's dream, 
but Mr. Maxim took the bang out of 
big guns and little guns with his 
Widely used gun silencer. 

Last week he gave a public dem- 
onstration in Hartford, showing how 
easy it wag to take the chug out of 
an automobile. The automobile si- 
lencer was merely an enlarged gun 
silencer attached In the place of a 
muffler. The machine went up hill 
and down again a number of times 
without a sound except that made by 
the rattle of the engine. 


Important as Fresh Air. 

“It is as important that we have 
quiet as that we have fresh air,” said 
Mr. Maxim, pulling up a chair in the 
snug sun parlor, built on a front cor- 
ner of his house and running his 
fingers abstractedly turough his thick 
gray-black hair. “And I'm going to 
make the world quiet.” ; 

“Now let me cite an example to 
bring you and your readers nearer to 
what I am getting at. The eye is 
sensitive to light vibrations within a 
certain range. But iight exists be- 
yond that range, At the foot of the 
scale of the prismatic colors is the 
indistinguishable ultra red; at the 
top is the ultra violet. It is possible 
to take photographs with the aid of 
these ultra rays though they convey 
no suggestion of light to our eyes. 
The red is too low; the violet too 
high. 

“The universal silence is based 
upon exactly the same principle ap- 
Plied to sound. The car Is sensitive 
to certain sound vibrations within a 
certain range. Beyond that: fixed 
range we hear no sound though 
sound exists there.

“IT am going to add to this list of 
utilities and give slience, secured by 
the, same process, that’ of merely 
pressing a button, 

“The silencer tg perfectly practical. 
As far as cost is concerned, it will he 
within the reach of all. I wish rt) 
have it installed first in hospitals, and 
for that reason my first public demon. 
stration will be in a ward of some 
large New York hospital. It will cov- 
er the range of noises from the worst 
to the least troublesome, With a si- 
lencer on your table, you may live 
twenty feet from the thunder of the 
elevated trains and never hear them 
when they pass. It will even be pos- 
sible to carry silence about with you 
fn your pocket on the street if you 
wish to do so. Al! that that would re- 
quire would be a smal! electric bat- 
tery carried in one pocket and the 
sounder device carried in your hand

“The same principle would apply to 


chines side by side. With silencers 
each operator could cut out all sounds 
around him, whether talk or mechan- 
ical noises, merely by operating the 
range lever of his device. 

“Carry the idea as far as you like, 
You can permit all noises in a room 
and the nearer noises outside the 
building, or you can cut out sound 
so that, sitting in the midst of a 
babel, you are protected by a screen 
of absolute silence. 

“The silencer is as practical as a 
lamp and is subject to the same laws 
of high frequency'‘air vibration as the 
flame of a light to the laws of high 
frequency ether vibration. In fact, I 
plan to have it used in a dual device 
with a lamp, one part for light and 
one for silence. 

“I suppose that all this seems 
strange and wonderful. It’s queer how 
these simple ideas that mean so much 
have evaded us for so long. 

Has Maxim Sounder, Too. 

“Now, let me tell of another de- 
vice which is a kind of product of the 
silencer and which will, I believe, 
prove a tremendous boon to a certain 
class of deaf persons. 

“T call it the Maxim sounder. It will 
enable all persons who can now dis- 
tinguish sound when listening at a 
telephone receiver or when riding on 
trains or in stréet cars but who, other- 
wise, can not hear—to enjoy the priv- 
iieges of a person who can hear per- 
fectly well without the use of a ‘fan 
for the teeth or any other phonetic de- 
vice such as is now considered so em- 
barrassing to both the deaf and those 
who attempt conversation with them. 
The vibrations produced by the shak- 
ing of the street car or the railway 
train or in the telephone receiver are 
very intense. 

“The fact that these otherwise deaf 
persons hear in a street car or at the 
telephone 1s because their auditory 
mechanism has been set in motion by 
these Intense vibrations, and once be- 
ing set {n motion, they are enabled to 
carry through ordinary sound vibra- 
tions. 

“The auditory mechanism of a deaf 
person of this class fs like a tight- 
bearing with a lot of friction. Once 
start it and it will run with but little 
power; the difficulty is to get it star:- 
ed. Now if we can furnish a device 
that will shake these partly defective 
or slow starting ear mechanisms, in- 
cluding the bones of the skull around 
the ear, into action, it is not difficult 
to keep them running. It is not nec- 
essary to produce a violent shock or 
a loud sound to do this. . 

Whole World Needs Quiet. 

“With the silencer in universal use 
human beings will become far more 
sensitive to loud nolses than they are 
tc-day. Once we begin to Iive in an 
atmosphere of peace brought about by 
the protection of our silencers, the 
nervous system will soon get in the 
habit of strenuously objecting to ob- 
truding noises. Of course we sadly 
need quiet. I have always thought of 
the universal silencer ag. primarily 
for the sick In the nolsy Rospitals of 
the large cities. But there area thou« 
sand and one ways in which the de- 
vice will help us all. 

‘Perhaps !t wil be of interest if I 
tell how I «ame finally to the longing 
for a device for sitencing noise. 1 will 
tell briefly about the gun’ silencer.

The Auto Silencer. 

Now, when this gas with a high 
velocity of from 1,500 to 1,809 foe: 
per second comes out of the engine 
the gas at this velocity is moving Ina 
circular path just as the water in the 
bath tub did and it wants to keep 
moving. The construction of the «- 
lenser with its whirls Is such that the 
gas desires to persist in motion and 
thus helps to suck out the gas be- 
hind. Just as In the gun silencer the 
gas can not get out until ft has 
slowed down and consequently thers 
is no noise.” 

Mr. Maxim ite also the inventor of 
the marine silencer, so commonly 
used on motor boats. He confines his 
investigations to the study and per- 
fection of silencing devices, 

Hiram Maxim, his distinguished 
father, devotes his time and interest 
wholly to machine guns and the per- 
fection of flying machines, while 
Hudson, Hiram’s brother, and tha 
uncle of the Hartford {nventor, works 
wholly with explosives. Hiram fs {y 
England, while Hudson and Hiram 
Percy carry on their work in this 
country. There is a tacit agreement 
among these three distinguished in- 
ventors that each shall not infrings 
upon the work of the other, an agree- 
ment which, Mr. Maxim says, has 
always been carefully observed and 
probably always will be.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Japanese 
iriven from California by the alien 
land laws are in Florida buying farm 
lands owned by former Governor Wil- 
liam S Jennings, first cousin of Wil- 


lem Jennings Bryan and a close busi- 
ness associate of the Secretary of 
Btate. 

A vanguard of 25 of the Orientals, 
representing hundreds of California 
Japanese, who are now seeking asy- 
jum and unmolested land tenure in 
some other State, are spying out the 
lands of Florida. They have with 
them their own soil expert, their ex- 
perienced orchardists and their ex- 
pert truck farmers, whose reports will 
co back to their countrymen in Call- 
fornia. They are in charge of Gov- 
ernor Jennings’ own colonization 
agent, who brought them to Florida 
from California. 

At present they are looking 
Jennings’ land holdings in Clay and 
Duval Counties, about 40 miles south 
of Jacksonville. Jennings’ sales 
agent is piloting them around. Later, 
according to a statement made by 
Jennings, they expect to look at lands 
in the Everglades, where his cousin, 
Secretary of State Bryan, owns large 
tracks, .

“For the past 
two years I have been selling land 
to the Japanese in Clay County, 
Florida, amd the first arrivals of these 
intensive gardeners and orchardists 
ame last July, and we are now busy 
preparing their lands for their first 
crops in Florida.” 

Jennings denies that L. 5S. Mogi, a 
Los Angeles Japanese, who recruited 
the party of 25 Oritentals and is now 
!n charge of them, is his agent in the 
matter,

Representative Frank Stark, of

CONVICTS FORM 
SLAYING PLOTS 


Inmates of South African Mines 
Declared to Have Inaugurated 
Government of Their Own.

KIMBERLEY, SOUTH AFRICA, 
Oct. 11.—A sensational story of a ga- 
tive convicts’ secret society, the facts 
as to which are well known to South 
Africa and police authorities, has 
been unfolded in the course of a mur- 
der trial here. 

Five native convicts were indicted 
for the murder of a fellow-convict, 
named Jacob Mkaba, at Dutoitspan 
convict station. 
Crown was that

Jacob had decided to 
“Ninevite Socie- 


ty,” abdicating the chieftainship, and 
had persuaded others to withdraw 
also. 


For this and for the fact that he 
was supposed to have carried tales to 
the station superintendent he was 
sentenced to death, He resisted en- 
deavors to get him into a certain cell, 
but eventually went, and was set 
upon and stabbed to death, 

One of the accused was the so- 
ciety’s doctor another a “judge,” a 
third succeeded Jacob as chief, the 
fourth belonged to an opposing fac- 
tion known as “The Scotchmen,” and 
the fifth was neutral. 

The Ninevites are a native convict 
secret society. The evidence showed 
that they have their own king, chief, 
general, judges, doctor, and other of- 

s, and hold secret courts, sen- 
fellow-conyicts to death and 


tence 
issue the orders for the execution of 


their sentences. 

Judge Lange said that the Nine- 
; vites originated in Pretoria convict 
prison, and were represented all over 
the country. A native witness said 
that nearly all the convicts in Jo- 
hannesburg were Ninevites. The de- 
ceased had been chief of the society. 
Secret prison meetings decided on the 
stabbings, and those appointed to ex- 
ecute orders were liable to punish- 
ment if they failed. This witness 
said the rule was “Once a Ninevite, 
always a Ninevite."” 

Jacob's death warrant was “ver- 
bally signed,” and it was ordained 


that, should the knife not be forth- 
coming, he should he killed while 
working on the DeBeers floors.

Dyason said the 
immense trouble in

Chocolate popcorn-—Two teacupfuls 
of white sugar, half a cup of corn | 
syrup, two ounces of chocolate and} 
a cup of water, put into kettle and 
cooked until syrup hardens, when | 
cold water is added. This ts poured 
over four quarts of crisp, freshly 
popped corn. 

Sugared popcorn—Two teacupfuls 
of granulated sugar and a teacupful 
of water boiled until the syrup strings 
from a spoon. This {is poured over

tions of the world collected in one 
building, and with but one thought 
uppermost in their minds, and that 
was the betterment and standardiza- 
tion of track and field sport. I might 
say that this vast organization, which 
covers the entire earth, is yet but in 
embryo, but it will gradually assume 
the proper shape. 

Second Convention in Paris. 

Next year we are to have our sec- 
ond convention in Paris, France, and 
by that time we expect to have the 
tules and by-laws whipped into shape. 
Perhaps for the first time in athletic 
history the proper definition of an 
amateur will be known, and for once 
and all the athletes of the world will 
be confronted with satisfactory rules 
to guide them. 

A long and very interesting discus- 
sion took place when it came to de- 
ciding as to what constituted inter- 
national citizeneMp By this I mean 
in the case where an athlete goes 
from one country to another, and in 
the new clime fulfills the rights, ac- 

rfing to law of naturalization, and 
arms himself with the right to com- 
pete in the Olympic games for the 
land of his adoption, 

The Europeans and the Puetich saw 
no reason why a man should be al- 
lowed to compete for his adopted 
ntry, and they were willing to vote 

1 rule which stipulated that an 


iete could only compete for the 
land of his birth. I could not agree to 
the rule, and saw trouble right away 
between England and the United 
States if the rule was passed. For 
instance, how would it be with the 
athletes of the Gaelic Athletic Asso- 
elation of Ireland who admit no affli- 
ation with the Amateur Athletic As- 
Soclation of England when they want- 
ed to come to America. The Gaelic 
man, from an American standpoint 
may be as good an amateur as the 
Englishman, yet why should we dis- 
criminate against tne Gael?

No Reason for Politics, 

I see no reason why the Interna-

in politics at all. If Ireland and Eng- 
‘and should hapepn to have drawn 
politics into sport, it is not the busi- 
ness of the International Federation 
or of America to interfere. 

As far as I could see on my last 
trip abroad, Ireland is on the way 
to Home Rule, and then as a coun- 
try the Green Isle will be entitled 
to what constitutes a country, and, 
of course, will be at liberty to have

If Canada, South Africa and Aus- 
tralia, British dependeneies, are. en- 
Utled to have their own team, it 
strikes me that it would be wrong 
for England to try to have Ireland 
the oldest athletic country on earth, 
kept out of Olympic competition.

Ponies Should Be 
Highly Profitable 


NEW YORK, Oct, 11—Polo au- 
thorities in England are lamenting 
the shortage of first-class polo po- 
nies, animals of quality and stamina, 
and urge the establishment of breed- 
ing establishments, especially in Ire- 
land. They assert that polo ponies 
should prove a most profitable form 
of horse-breeding. It is suggested 
that owners should assist the fur- 
therance of the scheme by loaning 
their mares for breeding purposes, In 
an appeal The Field says: 

“At the present moment the short- 
age of first-class ponies, animals of 
quality and stamina, sultably broken, 
or more perfectly prepared by scien- 
tific schooling, is abnormal, and there 
appears to be a great opening In the 
horse breeding districts of Ireland for 
the further production of animals, for 
which the demand is everywhere con- 
siderably in advance of the supply. It 
has been proved beyond doubt that 
the polo pony may be produced by 
selection, and is no longer a chance- 
bred animal, but the evolution of a 
species realized with as much eccura- 
cy in type as is the blood horse, with 
the hereditary characteristics of its 
dam, a predisposition toward the gal- 
loping game, and marvelous intelli- 
gence in comprehension of what is 
required of him. Polo ponies should 
be the most profitable form of horse- 
breeding, because they are naturally 
hardy, requiring a meager fare, and 
come truer to type than any other 
species of the equine race. They gain 
their life registration certificate at 
four years off, and are a salable com- 
modity at that age.

Throughout last winter the Pirates 
were conceded to be the big choice 
for the 1913 pennant. With the re- 
markable curving staff, which includ- 
ed Claude Hendrix, the 1912 king; 
Marty O'Toole, the . $22,500 prize; 
“Babe” Adams, the 1909 world’s series 
hero; Howard Camnitz, Hank Robin- 
son, Jack Ferry and Southpaw Coop- 
er, Clarke owned the leading hurling 
staff in the circuit. 

Great Club on Paper. 

To aid the pitchers, the dope 
showed that the Pirates had the ban- 
ner catching department, and then 
the great and only Hans Wagner. In 
the outfield !t was Chief Wilson, Art 
Hofman, Scoops Carey and a few 
styleh youths. 

On paper the Pirates outclassed 
everything in the league, and this 
pennant stuff featured all around the 
country. Just to see how outsiders 
viewed the 1913 Marathon, Jim Jerpe, 
baseball expert with The Pittsburg 
Gazette-Times, canvassed the circuit. 
He had scribes in every elity write 
opinions, 

When the final count was tabulated 
at least three-fourths elected the Pi- 
rates to represent the National 
League this October. 

The start in April finally arrived, 
The Ptrates Jumped out by winning 
seven of their first ten games. But 
then something happened. And the 
something which robbed the Pirates 
out of the flag was this: 

Four straight defeats from the Bos- 
ton Braves. 

Four Defeats Turned Tide. 

Scribe Jerpe, who has followed the 
Pirates around the circuit for years 
and years, claims the walloping hand- 
ed from the Braves In early May was 
the blow that took all of the fight out 
of the Corsatrs. 

“I never will forget that series 
which started May 6,” said Jerpe, the 
other day, just before leaving St 
Louis with the Pirates. “The boys 
were full of fight. They were ahead 
of the Giants, and although the Phils 
were on top they never even counted 
Dooin's team. 

“We got to Boston and lost the first 
game in ten innings, 3 to 2. The 
Braves licked Marty O’Toole, 2 to 1, 
in twelve tnnings the second game. 
The third resulted In a 6 to 1 victory 
for Stallings and the fourth a 5 to 4 
for him. 

“Say, vow never saw such a change. 
I tell you after those four successive 
wallopings the Pirates were througn”. 
They tumbled from second to sixth. 

“That was the biggest surprise 
Clarke had received In twelve years 
as manager of the Pirates.

Wonderful Chicago Boxer Tells 
~ How He Reached Top in 
Boxing Game. 


By PaékeyeM’Farland. 
HICAGO® ELL. Oct. 11—My 
business is boxing, and, like 
one engaged in any calling and 


striving for success, I have made a 
study of the game, believing that in 


that way alone I could achieve my 
ambition. 
To begin with, I was convinced 


early in my career that the first aids 
to.one ambitious to succeed in the 
ring are brains, willingness to work 
hard and power of observation. Next 
to these I found that the sooner one 
realizes he can always learn some- 
thing new the quicker and surer his 
success will be. All these important 
facts I firmly settled in my mind and 
went to work, making a study of box- 
ing rather than fighting, because I 
knew the surest way to beat an op- 
ponent is to “outscience’ him. Ac- 
cordingly, it has always been my aim 
to develop first an ability to make 
the other fellow do things he doesn’t 
mean to do, and thus make him miss. 
I have paid a lot of attention to my 
footwork, and the art of dodging, 
ducking and retreating from the at- 
tack of an opponent. On these things, 
I believe, hinged my success. 
. . . 

M ANY fight fans, mostly those who 
4 have not studied the fine points 
of the game, have a notion that a 
successful pugilist must be a hard 
hitter, aggressive and always with 
blood in his eye. The belief is that 
the best way to win is to batter an 
opponent until the knockout punch 
can be sent over. With this I dis- 
agree in every particular, and In de- 
velop! myself I have confined my 
work ost entirely to work that 
tends to improve footwork and the 
pure boxing style. That is all I pre- 
tend to be—a boxer and nothing else. 
I am not a fighter. 

My system, and one that I follow 
in practically every one of my bat- 
tles, is to make my opponent bring 
the fight to me, and then to discour- 
age him by a superior knowledge of 
boxing. I try to make him think he 
has overlooked a lot in acquiring his 
boxing education. If I can bring 
about this condition I figure myself 
a sure winner.

HE knockout is secondary in im- 

portance, and I have found that 
the best plan is to wait until a real 
opportunity presents itself. A boxer’s 
hands are his stock in trade, and 
there is no good reason why he should 
risk spoiling them by hammering a 
man when he is continually cover- 
ing up. Patience will do a lot, and if 
a boxer will have a little patience— 
and a head clear enough to perceive 
opportunity when it comes—he will 
get just as many K. 0.’s In his record,

Opinions of Atlanta manufac- 
turers and jobbers differ, the general 
belief being, however, that if salesmen 
are paid salaries it is not- proper to 
work on the side, and that if on a 
commission basis, it is, 

According to the current issue of 
The Bulletin of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, the attention of 
that organization has been called to 
the attempts made by some business 
houses to sell their products as side 
lines by making secret contracts with 
traveling salesmen engaged by other 
houses on a regular salary basis. In- 
quiry among local business houses on 
this point revealed a knowledge of the 
condition referred to, but none of the 
merchants seen was willing to con- 
jecture as to the attitude of the sales- 
men regarding it. The attitude of the 
House on the question was made plain 
in several instances by the flat state- 
ment that any proof of salesmen hav- 
ing such contracts, whether they were 
paid on a galary basis or commission, 
‘would result in instant dismissal. 

Among salesmen interviewed on the 
matter there was an opinion prevalent 
that the “knight of the grip” had no 
right to enter into secret contracts 
with other houses for handling side 
lines, if paid by his employers on a 
salary basis. By those who were paid 
on a straight commission basis, and 
who paid their own expenses while on 
the road, a different viewpoint was 
taken.

It was maintained that the original 
employers had no right in such tases 
to demand that the road man give his 
entire time to their lines, providing, 
of course, that the handling of the 


principal line did not suffer from the, 


time spent on the lesser goods. Sales- 
men handling side lines saw to it, it 
was said, that this condition did not 
arise, mainly because the earnings 
that could be made on the secondary 
goods were not so great as those com- 
ing from sales of the principal line, 

One instante was cited of a textile 
salesman who earned close to $20,000 
a year by handling two side lines 
along with his principal line, being 
paid on a straight commission basis 
for all three and settling his own road 
expenses. This man, it was said, 
would not take a position in which he 
would not be permitted to sell side 
lines after he had “made” a town with 
his principal goods, and it was fur- 
ther said that there wasn't a house 
in the city in his line of business who 
wouldn't take him on if the oppor- 
tunity offered. 

The Credit Men's Bulletin suggests 
that the best way to meet the matter 
of secret contracts Js to have a writ- 
ten agreement between the house and 
the salesmen that they are to devote 
their entire time to furthering the in- 
terests of the house. The danger of 
being caught handling side lines with 
this agreement in existence would, ac- 
cording to The Bulletin, greatly in- 
crease the will power of salesmen 
when it came to refusing alluring of- 
fers made by other firms.

RUBBER OUTPUT 


BY NEW SCHEME 


London Plans Central Selling Of- 
fice to Maintain Prices—Some 
Opposition Is Developing. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—An important 
agitation is being conducted in plan- 
tation rubber circles here with the 
object of forming a central selling 
agency for the purpose of upholding 
prices. Part of the scheme includes 
the standardization of plantation rub- 
ber, and it is also suggested that the 
output should be restricted, The cause 
of the agitation is the heavy fall in 
the price of plantation rubber aad 
the disparity between the quotation 
of plantation grades and fine hard 
Para rubber. 

As a result of the agitation, the 
directors of one of the biggest planta- 
tion’ rubber producers—the Malacca 
Company—have announced their will. 
ingness to gell their entire output for 
the next five years through a central 
sales agency, provided that the ag2a- 
cy controls at least 30,000 tons o! 
next year’s crop. They stipulate, how- 
ever, that the services of the rubber 
produce brokers should be retainei. 
This company's output last year ex- 
ceeded 2,000,000 pounds, and the +s- 
timated production this year’is 3,000, - 
000 pounds. 

Other groups are also supporting 
the scheme, but there ts at the same 
time a good deal of opposition to it 
on the part of those who do not be- 
Neve in artifidial methods of uphold- 
ing prices, especially by restriction of 
output. Many expert observers are 
doubtful whether the scheme will be 
carried out, but all are agreed that 
something must be done in the in- 
terests of shareholders to help the iu- 
dustry. 

At the commencement of the pres- 
ent year the price of standard vlan- 
tation rubber stood about 4s 6d per 
pound; since then it has declined over 
50 per cent. This fall has had a very 
serious effect upon share values.

Prices of such staples ag flour, rice 
and coffee will advance for some time 
to come, The'tariff bill will have lit- 
tle effect on these necessaries of life, 
according to W, M. Burke, manager 
of H, H. Whitcomb & Burke Co., gro- 
cery brokers, No, 149 Madison ave- 
nue. 

“Flour already is cheap,” says Mr, 
Burke, “There was a considerable re- 
Yuction in its price when the United 
States made its bumper crop of wheat 
If anything, flour should go up, be- 
cause it now seems that the world 
supply is not as great as forecast. 

“It does not seem that putting flour 
on the free list will have much ef- 
fect. The bill provides that flour shall 
be admitted free only from countries 
which admit American flour free. So 
Argentina and Canada, under their 
present laws, still have to pay duty. 
No other countries are likely to ex- 
port wheat this year. 

“Rice still is protected by 56 cents a 
bushel duty, and the crop has been 
cut very short by floods !n Louisiana 
and East Texas, which sections grow 
most of the rice the United States 
produces. 

“We look for a sharp advance in 
rice, and shrewd jobbers are making 
their purchases now. 

“Latest advices from Brazil point 
to a short crop of coffee, and the mar- 
ket, it seems probable, will continue 
to rise. Our correspondents in New 
Orleans advise early purchases as 
likely to result in economy.

LINER BURNS 
WWSTORM ON 
MID-OCEAN 


|Wild Seas Crush Lifeboats From 
Stricken Volturno and Prevent 
Ten Rescue Vessels Standing by 
From Giving Aid to Perishing, 


Flames Rage for 24 Hours While 
Wireless Operator Flashes “S, 
0. S."—Carmania Wins Race 
to Death Ship, but Saves Few. 


LIVERPOOL. Oct. 11.—The steam. 
| ship Volturno, of the Uranium line, 
ve been burned at sea, with a loss 
of at least 136 lives. The final death 
roll may be much higher when fuil 
details are received from ten rescue 
ships that dashed at full speed for 
the doomed vessel when the “8, O89, 
Was sent out by her wireless opera- 
tors. 

The Cunard liner Carmania, Cap- 
tain Barr commanding, was the first 
ship to reach the Volturno. By wire. 
less he made a number of reports 
to-day, the first stating that 236 had 
been lost. His later reports showed 
that the death list would carry at 
least 136 names, mostly those of im- 
migrants bound for America, There 
were palpable errors in these num- 
bers listed in each report, but, by 
scrutinizing the wireless Messag 2s 
carefully, the Uranium line officiais 
reached the conclusion that 136 was 
the correct number.

Flames Rage 24 Hours, 

The flames in the hull of the ship 
evidently had been burning for some 
time before discovered, 
beyond control of the sailors Thurs- 
day night and raged for 24 hours be- 
fore the destruction was complete, 

The boilers exploded while the Car- 
mania and her sister liners were go- 
ing to the sirlcken ship's aid, tearing 
oUt @ Section of the steel hull. 

The Volturno disaster was an echo 
of the Titanie tragedy. Radtograms 
from the rescue fleet sald that the 
number of life boats was insufficient 
to accommodate the passengers and 
crew 

The disaster occurred in latitude 
48.26 north, longitude 34.33 = west, 
the middle of the North Atlantic. The 
scene of the tragedy was about 1,300 
miles east of Halifax. 

The First Tidings, 

The following wireless message 
from the Curmania gave the first no- 
tice of the disaster: 

Steamer Volturno, bound from 
Rotterdam for Hallfax and New 
York with 600 immigrants on 
board, afire and abandoned Fri. 
day night in latitude 48.25 north 
longitude 34.33 west. Two hun- 
dred and thirty-six passengers 
missing. 

The Carmanta was the first liner to 
pick up the “8S. O. 8.” calls which the 
operator on the Volturno was franti- 
cally sending out. The Carmania tm- 
mediately repeated the calls to other 
vessels ,giving the position of the 
Volturno. 

Nine 


other trans-Atlantic liners 
were within wireless range and sped 
toward the burning ship. The 
race wags thrilling. A gale was 
sweeping the seas and the rescue 
ships had to pound their way through 
headwinds and raging waters. 

Ten in Rescue Fleet. 

In the rescue fleet were the follow- 
ing vessels: Carmania, La Touraine, 
Minneapolis, Rappahannock, Czar, 
Narragansett, Devonian, Kroonland,

Business Men Hope Project Will 
Encourage Cattle Breeding 
and Diversify Crops. 


The plucky and progressive city of 
Moultrie has inaugurated plan 
encourage live stock raising in Geor- 
gia, which, if successful, unquestion- 
ably will, in opinion of its pro- 
moters, work an industrial revolution 
in South Georgia. 

A number of Moultrie citizens, en- 
thusiastic members of the Board of 
Trade, have organized and !ncorpo- 
rated, largely for experimental pur- 
poses, a $100,000 packing house com- 
pany, and will within twelve months 
from this date be ready for business. 

If the plant proves to be a busi- 
ness success it ig the intention of the 
{ncorporators to expand it later to 

uch larger proportions and to make 
if well worth while for the farmers 
of its neighborhood to raise cattle and 
hogs. 

Robert F. Shipp, of Moultrie, one of 
the promoters of this enterprise, 
speaking of the matter Saturday, 
said: 

Sees Cut in Living Cost. 

“This entire experiment grew out 
of a casual conversation between 


a

eral months ago. The start is mod- 
est, but we are expecting great things 
of the enterprise eventually, and we 
firmly believe that success to us now 
means a revolution in live stock rais- 
ing in Georgia, the consequent greater 
diversification of crops and lower 
cost of living. 

“After agreeing among ourselves 
that a packing house experiment in 
South Georgia would be promising 
and worth while, we sent to Minne- 
sota and brought down an experi— 
John Brooks, of Albert Lea—and had 
him look over the situation thorough- 
ly. He became so enthusiastic that 
he not only warmly recommended the 
‘try out,’ but he decided to putt some 
of his own money into it, with a view 
to a heavief investment later. 


Feeding Cost Lower. 


“He gives it as his deliberate opin- 
fon that hogs can be raised in Geor- 
gia—in South Georgia, anyway—at 50 
per cent less expense than in Min- 
mesota, and that, of course, would 
give Georgia packing plants a heavy 
advantage over Northern concerns. 

“Moultrie is a progressive little citv 
and we are largely dependent there 
upon the prosperity of the farmers 
for our own prosperity. If we can 
make it worth while for the farmers 
to raise live stock for packing house 
purposes we thereby insure profit to 
ourselves, And so, while this project 
{gs not purely philanthropic, it seems 
sure to be mutually worth while. 

“The farmer, in order to raise hogs, 
for instance, must also raise peanuts, 
velvet beans, peas and soy beans— 
these fed to hogs insure high-grade 
stock. Moreover, there !s good money 
in any of those crops, over and above 
what the hogs get. 

“Then, too, a profitable hog. crop 
annually means diversification of 
agricultural products generally—and 
that, everybody agrees, is exactly the 
thing Georgla needs the most.”

Europe Is All Prepared to 
Swamp Markets of U. S. 


The passage of the new American 
tariff law has aroused unrestrained 
Jubilation all over Europe. 

Practically every newspaper of 
prominence writes with unconcealed 
satisfaction of a measure which, 
without containing any clause of 
reciprocity, opens the way to flood- 


ing the American markets with 
foreign products 

The American this morning adds 
to the cabled expression of Brith, 
German, French and Italian opinions 
published in Sunday’s American, all 
these additional reports showing a 
satisfied conviction that the new 
tariff act will benefit Europe as much 
as or more than it does America, 


Special Cable to The American, 


BERLIN, Oct. 11.—-A systematic and 
vigorously conducted campaign = for 
development of German trade in the 
American market promises to be the 
first result of the new tariff. Whether 
the work js to be carried on through 
organization or by the individual ef- 
forts of exporters singly is yet to be 
determined, but several larger Ger- 
man commercial organizations al- 
ready are preparing to give any ef- 
fort of the kind their energetic sup- 
port. 

Bodies like the industrial assocla- 
tions, Hansa Bund and leading Ger- 
man Chambers of Commerce have 
already obtained by telegraph the 
leading schedules of the bill in its 
final revision and are sounding lead- 
ing industrial concerns as to their 
opinions, 

Many Industries to Benefit. 

Inquiries among various branches 
of the manufacturing industry show 
the firms which are taking most ac- 
tive interest in the newly opened 
possibilities of trade expansion are 
those engaged in the following: 

Cotton, woolen goods, textile fab- 
rics, roelain, earthenware, leathers, 
chemicals, chemical dyes, foodstuffs, 
leather, watch and olook cases and 
outlery. 

The list leaves out concerns in the 
heavy steel industry, but those, it 
was pointed out, could scarcely hope 
to compete with American products 
im any event. 

Speaking of the possible effects 
of the tariff revision as indicated inp 
the foregoing list, The Berliner Mor. 
gen Post says: 

“It will be seen that the preponder- 
ance of advantage offered by the re- 
duced duties may be expected to ac- 
crue to just those industries which 
come first into consideration as po- 
tential factors in American trade.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, which 
probably is the most influential news- 
paper in Germany 4s an authority on 
commercial questions, says: 

Hopeful of Big Exports, 

“Germany's exports undoubtedly 
will take 4 leap forward.

“Woolen manufacturers, especially 
those in the finer grades, should de- 
velop a good business, for while 
American manufacturers now receive 
free raw material, the tariff on man- 
ufactured articles is proportionately 
reduced.

CARDIFF, WALES, Oct. 11.—The 
tin plate industry is greatly interested 
as to whether it can secure some of 
the domestic tin plate business under 
the new tariff which was prohibited 
under the old. 

American manufacturers declare 
the duty of 1 per cent absolutely nec- 
essary to maintain the American tin 
plate industry, as the cost of produc- 
tion of 25,000 tons in America Is $1,- 
600,000, compared with $583,333 in 
Wales. The cost of labor per ton is 
$22.95 in America, compared to $12.73 
in Wales, 

The cost of freight is also a factor 
of considerable importance to the 
Welsh trade, as it is presumed the 
freightage favor Welsh manu- 
facturers, whose works are on sea- 
board with ample shipping advan- 
tages, whereas the American tin plate 
works are inland with heavy railroad 
rates to reach the consuming centers. 
Then the opening of the Panama Ca- 
nal will constderably help the Welsh 
producer. 

Apart from the tin plates, the Welsh 
steel productions, including galvaniz- 
ed sheets, now have advantages that 
were hiteherto non-existent to enter 
the American market. The new tariff 
is expected to prove an incentive to 
Welsh manufacturers, who produce 
such goods that price and quality 
insure them a place in the American 

domestic market.

statement in full follows: j 
“There have appeared various 


statements“in the daily papers to the 
effect that, by the passage of the tar- 
iff act, which puts English Bibles on 
the free list, the American Bible So- 
ciety has been forced to abandon its 
printing plant jn the Bible House in 
New York City, and has decided to 
print its Scriptures. in some foreign 
country, possibly Japan, in order to 
meet the competition of English Bi- 
bles priuted in other lands where la- 
bor is cheaper. 

“What the effect of the tariff bill, 
in placing English Bibles on the free 
list, will be can not now be deter- 
mined? The soctety has taken no ac- 
tion whatéver with relation to the 
matter. It has been in the habit of 
printing at the Bible House in New 
York all the English Bibles which It 
has used: in its general missionary 
work throughout the United States 
and in, foréign lands, : 

“Last year its output of English 
Scriptures was 1,444,911 volumes, It 
always has sold its Scriptures at cost, 
without purpose of. profit, that the 
poorest might be able to have the 
Scriptures at the lowest price possi- 
ble. 

“The society has existed for nearly 
100 years ta promote the translation, 
revision and circulation of the Bible 
as a missionary agepcy throughout 
the United States and foreign jands, 
giving it away to the poor'and needy 


wherever they are unable to pay for 
it. 


‘It has thus far maintained its 
printing plant in New York City be- 
cause in that way it could produce 


the Seriptures at a lower price than it 
could procure them in any other way.

Battle to Washington. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—Right 
up to the highest court in the land 's 
to go the appeal of Mrs, Ethel Coone 
Gordon, wife of Mackenzie Gordon, an | 
Englishman, that she be permitted 
her inalienable rights of citizenship 
as bestowed upon her by the male 
electors of California. 

The California Supreme Court de- 
cided against Mrs. Gordon when sna} 
brought suit to compel Registrar Ze- } 
mansky fo register her as an Ameri- 
ean citizen. 

“It_ is not merely my own citizen- 
ship that is invelved,” said Mrs. Gor- | 
don,, “There are 4,000,000 women in| 
the equal suffrage States, and many | 
of these are doubtless in the same! 
predicament as myself. I think it is 
a matter which should be sifted thor- | 
oughly and settled. | 

“It is,” she sald, with a laugh, ‘just 
another fight for suffrage that I am 
making alone.” 

So in the Gordon household there 
is just one American citizen, Matken- 
zie Gordon, Jr. 5 months old, whose 
ballot Is worrying him not at all. 

“My mother,” said Mrs. Gordon, 
“would have the same standing I have 
were it not for the fact that my fa- 
ther is dead. She is an American and 
he was an Englishman. Because she 
is a widow she votes, while I, e- 
cause my Scotch husband is alive, can 
have no voice in my country's af- 
fairs. 

“They will not let me be natural- 
ized, either. JT don't want to get the 
ballot through my husband's naturall- 
zation. He will do it for me, but 
many foreign husbands would not do 
it for their wives. So I think it ts a 
matter which should be settled by an 
act of Congress if it can not be ar- 
ranged any other way.” 

As a final shot at interpreting citl- 
zenship, Mrs. Gordon declared: 

“If they give us equal rights really, 
it should mean that my husband by 
marrying me became an American 
citizen. If a foreign woman marries 
an American man she Can vote at 
once. Why should not the same ap- 
ply to a foreign man?”

YEARS IN ARCTIC 


Archdeacon Lucas Will Be Made 
Bishop of Mackenzie River Dio- 
cese—Returns This Winter, 


WINNIPEG, 11.—Archdeacon 
Lucas, who left Englend 22 years ago, 
immediately after being graduated 
from Islington College, London, tao 
take up missionary work in the hin-< 
terland of Alberta for the Anglican 
Church, has arrived here, accompa 
nied by Mrs. Lucas, who has been im 
the north country since 1893, to be or- 


dained Bishop of the Mackenaie River 
Diocese, with headquarters at Fort 
Simpson, on the Great Slave River, 
1,200 miles north of Edmonton. 

This is the missionary’s first visit to 
civillzation stnce 1891, when he left 
Edmonton with a dog team for Fort 
Chipewyan. 

“Edmonton was a trading post with 
a population of a few hundred when 
we came through here 22 years ago,” 
the missionary said. ‘To-day we find 
68,000 population. The old trails are 
paved and lined with tmportanE busi- 
ness hoases, and Instead of dog teams 
and ox carts we find electric street 
cars and high power automebilea.” 

Archdeacon Lucas will return to his 
diocese as Bishop next winter, - The 
population of the district is about 5,- 
000, There are 40 white men and & 
white women, the rest being Indiange 
and Eskimos. The Indians are of the 
Slavey and Tukudah tribes, and they 
and the Eskimos are friendly with the 
white people.

' business under this act and re- 
lire a separate license. Five hun- 
dred dollars shall go to the county 
and $500 shall go to the State and 
incorporated city. or town may 
juire an additional tax of not less

re 


than $250. 
‘Provided, that whenever any such 
business is located outside the 


orate limits of any city or town, 
ye owner or owners of such business 
ehall pay a county license tax to the 
county Where the business is located 
equal in amount t6 the sum total of 
the license ta xthat would be as- 
sessed for both the municipality and 
county for such place of business, if 
such place of business were located 
within the limits of a city or town,” 
ete. 

Under this provision of the license 
tax laws there is considerable doubt 
smong State officials and liquor men 
hether or not a separate license tax 
required for places maintaining sep- 
irate White and colored bars.

CORPORATIONS 
TAYING HARD 10 
DEFEAT L'ENGLE 


St. Elmo Acosta, Now State Leg- 
islator, Likely to Get in 
Race for Congress. 


JACKSONVILLE. Oct. 11.—Any- 
thing to beat Claude L'Engle, who 
now is representing Florida at Wash- 
ington as a Congressman-at-large, 
appears to be the sentiment of the 


railroads and other special interests 
in Jacksonville and throughout the 
State, but, judging from present indi- 
cations, L/Engle is unbeatable. 

Elected on a progressive wave that

St. Elmo . Acosta, at present a 
Representative in the State Legisla- 
ture from Duval County, is the latest 
candidate to be mentioned for Con- 
gress. It is only a short time since 
Acosta was a City Councilman. He 
grew ambitious to be Mayor of Jack- 
sonville and threw his hat in the ring, 
but failed. 

But, being popular, even in defeat 
Acosta brushed the dust from his 
clothes, and at the next State election 
announced himself a candidate for 
the lower branch of the Legislature. 
He won. 

He promised his supporters to work 
for a bridge across the St. Johns 
River, connecting this city with South 
Jacksonville, and he has worked in 
season and out of season to make 
good the promises. A few days ago, 
however, an unsympathetic body of 
engineers and officials of the War 
Department at Washington rendered 
an adverse decision relative to a lift 
bridge, and Acosta, who never knows 
when he is beaten, declared that he 
would fight on.

Chicago Police Investigate Henry 
Spencer’s Story That He Killed: 
Twenty-five, and Plan to Hurry 
Trial and Hanging. 


Drug Victim Tells Simple Facts of 
Crimes Committed With: Death 
Hammer—Girls, Brides, Older 
Women His Victims. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—Detectives and 
public prosecutors alike are ready in 
their declaration that every effort will 
be made to rush to trial and to the 
gallows Henry Spencer, confessed 
murderer of Mrs. Mildred Allison- 
Rexroat, the “tango gitl,” and the 
slaver as well of 25 other persons, if 
his statement is to be believed. 

The police department is stirred by 
Spencer's story of his many murders, 
ft has been ascertained that a num- 
ber of the crimes of which he told 
probably were committed by him just 
as he described them. As to others, it 
is fairly welt established that he 
could not have committed them, as he 
was in Joliet when they occurred. 
However, the fact remains that Spen- 
cer is one of the most remarkable 
criminals of the age. 

I am sure he killed a number of 
persons,” declared Captain Halpin, 
chief of detectives, to-day. “Possibly 
neatly as many as he claims to have 
killed. He is, despite his dopey con- 
fessions, a Temarkable criminal.” 

Robbery His Sole Motive, 

Spencer makes no plea of insanity 
nor of supernatural message as an 
excuse for his crimes. Instead he 
tells frankly that robbery was his 
motive in almost every case. Some- 
times the stake was small, a few dol- 
lary or trinkets of small value. But 
to Spencer, evidently, the lives of his 
victims were even cheaper. With the 
most astounding sangfroid, he tells of 
killing young girls, brides, older mar- 
ret women ang mothers, 

Spencer’s mind is morbid, through 
and through. He ts, in the jafl ver- 
nacular, “stir crazy;"” that is, unbal- 
anced by long imprisonment. In ad- 
dition, his diseased imagination has 
been further spurred by the “hop 
pipe.” He is a confirmed user of 
drugs, particularly opium. It ts for 
this reason that the police are inves- 
tigating carefully every detail of his 
alleged confessions. 

Spencer paces his cell incessantly, 
nervous to the verge of frenzy. The 
after-effects of his last opium orgy 
are accentuated by the merciless 
mental torment of the third degree, 
through which the detectives have put 


‘im. He smokes innumerable cigars, 
seeking in tobacco some relief from 
a wrecked nervous system. 
Tells of Murder Hammer. 
_ During the last inquisition by the 
etectives, Spencer was plainly ex- 
hausted in mind and body, although 
he made brave efforts to conceal his 
condition. Time and again Captain 
Halpin would push him for details of 
one alleged murder or another. Some- 
times the captain was armed with 
facts proving Spencer's statements 
a true in some particular. Then 
Spencer would close his eyes, and 
with a sigh of wearfness, declare: 
‘I can’t remember. My mind is 
bad to-day.” 
_ Then his fervid imagination takes 
fresh inspiration, and he arouses him- 
‘elf for the declaration of fresh de- 
alls, 
He tells always of his hammer, that 
veing the favorite Instrument of death 
With him. When he killed Mrs. Rex- 
roat, the tango teacher, he shot her, 
but he had his hammer along with 
the Tevolver, to be used in event of 
ecessity.

Killed Bride on Lake. 

He told next of killing two girls at 
Delavan Lake Hotel several months 
ago, One, he said, was a school 
teacher from Oskaloosa, Iowa, who 
was engaged to be married soon. The 
other was a young bride, a mere high 
achool girl, who had come to the 
hotel for the week-end, awaiting her 
husband, He took her riding on the 
lake. 

“She wore a stiff collar,” he said 
“so 1 could not choke her, so I had 
to hit her with the hammer. At the 
first blow she hollered so I had tu 
strike her two or three times more 

“I waited there for about half an 
hour. Everything see med clear. Ther 
I rowed about 25 feet to a spot where 
the water was deep and the current 
was swift. And then I threw het 
overboard.” 

The story was typical of his mur- 
der narratives—thrilling, simple as it 
was. When he had finished it, an 
awed silence fell on the group of de- 
tectives and newspaper men in the 
inquisitorial chamber. Then, over- 
wroughte Spencer screamed. 

“It is true.” he cried. ‘You'll have 
to believe me yet.”

Should Latter Be Allowed? 


HOULD salesmen side

~ Opinions of Atlanta manufac- 
turers and jobbers differ, the general 
belief being, however, that if salesmen 
are paid salaries it is not proper to 
work on the side, and that if on a 
commission basis, it is. 

According to the current issue of 
The Bulletin of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, the attention of 
that organization has been called to 
the attempts made by some business 
houses to sell their products as side 
lines by making secret contracts with 
traveling salesmen engaged by other 
houses on a regular salary basis. In- 
quiry among local business houses on 
this point revealed a knowledge of the 
condition referred to, but none of the 
merchants seen was willing to con- 
jecture as to the attitude of the sales- 
men regarding it. The attitude of the 
House on the question was made plain 
in several instances by the flat state- 
ment that any proof of salesmen havy- 
ing such contracts, whether they were 
paid on a salary basis or commission, 
would result in instant dismissal. 

Among salesmen interviewed on the 
matter there was an opinion prevalent 
that the “knight of the grip” had no 
right to enter into secret contracts 
with other houses for handling side 
lines, if paid by his employers on a 
salary basis. By those who were paid 
on a straight commission basis, and 
who paid their own expenses while on 
the road, a different viewpoint was 
taken.

It was maintained that the original 
employers had no right in such cases 
o demand that the road man give his 
ntire time to their lines, providing, 
of course, that the handling of the 
principal Hine did not suffer from the 
time spent on the lesser goods. Sales- 
men handling side lines saw to it, it 
was said, that this condition did not 
arise, mainly because the earnings 
that could be made on the secondary 
goods were not so great as those com- 
ing from sales of the principal line. 

One instance was cited of a textile 
salesman who earned close to $20,000 
a year by handling two side Ines 
along with his principal line, being 
paid on a straight commission basis 
for all three and settling his own road 
expenses, This man, it was_ said, 
would not take a position in which he 
would not be permitted to sell side 
lines after he had “made” a town with 
his principal goods, and it was fur- 
ther said that there wasn’t a house 
in the city in his line of business who 
wouldn't take him on if the oppor- 
tunity offered. 

The Credit Men's Bulletin suggests 
that the best way to meet the matter 
of secret contracts is to have a writ- 
ten agreement between the house and 
the salesmen that they are to devote 
their entire time to furthering the in- 
terests of the ‘house. The danger of 
being caught handling side lines with 
this agreement in existence would, ac- 
cording to The Bulletin, greatly in- 
crease the will power of salesmen 
when it came to refusing alluring of- 
fers made by other firms.

HUBBER OUTPUT 
HUE TO BE CUT 
BY NEW SCHEME 


London Plans Central Selling Of- 
fice to Maintain Prices—Some 
Opposition Is Developing. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—An important 
agitation is being conducted in plan- 
tation rubber circles here with the 
object of forming a central selling 
agency for the purpose of upholdins 
prices. Part of the scheme includes 
the standardization of plantatign rub- 
ber, and it is also suggested that the 
output should be restricted. The cause 
of the agitation is the heavy fall im 
the price of plantation rubber aad 
the disparity between the quotation 
of plantation grades and fine hati 
Para rubber. 

As a result of the agitation, the 
directors of one of the biggest planta- 
tion rubber producers—the Malacca 
Company—have announced their will. 
ingness to gell their entire output for 
the next five years through a central 
sales agency, provided that the age21- 
cy controls at least 30,000 tons o! 
next year's crop, They stipulate, how- 
ever, that the services of the rubber 
produce brokers should be retainel. 
This company’s output last year ex- 
ceeded 2,000,000 pounds, and the ‘s- 
timated production this year is 3,000,- 
000 pounds. 

Other groups are also supporting 
the scheme, but there ts at the same 
time a good deal of opposition to lt 
on the part of those who do not be- 
lHeve in artificial methods of uphold- 
ing prices, especially by restriction of 
output. Many expert observers are 
doubtful whether the scheme will be 
carried out, but all are agreed that 
something must be done itn the in- 
terests of shareholders to help the in- 
dustry. 

At the commencement of the pres- 
ent year the price of standard vlan- 
tation rubber stood about 4s 6d per 
pound; since then it hag declined over 
50 per cent. This fall has had a very 
serious effect upon share values.

The bill provides that flour shall} 
be admitted free only from countries 
which admit American flour free. So 
Argentina and Canada, under their 
present laws, still have to pay duty. 
No other countries are likely to ex- 
port wheat this year. 

“Rice still is protected by 56 cents a 
bushel duty, and the crop has been 
cut very short by floods in Louisiana 
and East Texas, which sections grow 
most of the rice the United States 
produces. 

“We look for a sharp advance in 
rice, and shrewd jobbers are making 
their purchases now. 

“Latest advices from Brazil point 
to a short crop of coffee, and the mar- 
ket, it seems probable, wil] continue 
to rise. Our correspondents in New| 
Orleans advise early purchases as 
likely to result in economy.

Should Latter Be Allowed?

~ Opinions of Atlanta manufac- 
turers and jobbers differ, the general 
belief being, however, that if salesmen 
are paid salaries it is not proper to 
work on the side, and that if on a 
commission basis, it is. 

According to the current issue of 
The Bulletin of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, the attention of 
that organization has been called to 
the attempts made by some business 
houses to sell their products as side 
lines by making secret contracts with 
traveling salesmen engaged by other 
houses on a regular salary basis. In- 
quiry among local business houses on 
this point revealed a knowledge of the 
condition referred to, but none of the 
merchants seen was willing to con- 
jecture as to the attitude of the sales- 
men regarding it. The attitude of the 
House on the question was made plain 
in several instances by the flat state- 
ment that any proof of salesmen havy- 
ing such contracts, whether they were 
paid on a salary basis or commission, 
would result in instant dismissal. 

Among salesmen interviewed on the 
matter there was an opinion prevalent 
that the “knight of the grip” had no 
right to enter into secret contracts 
with other houses for handling side 
lines, if paid by his employers on a 
salary basis. By those who were paid 
on a straight commission basis, and 
who paid their own expenses while on 
the road, a different viewpoint was 
taken.

It was maintained that the original 
employers had no right in such cases 
o demand that the road man give his 
ntire time to their lines, providing, 
of course, that the handling of the 
principal Hine did not suffer from the 
time spent on the lesser goods. Sales- 
men handling side lines saw to it, it 
was said, that this condition did not 
arise, mainly because the earnings 
that could be made on the secondary 
goods were not so great as those com- 
ing from sales of the principal line. 

One instance was cited of a textile 
salesman who earned close to $20,000 
a year by handling two side Ines 
along with his principal line, being 
paid on a straight commission basis 
for all three and settling his own road 
expenses, This man, it was_ said, 
would not take a position in which he 
would not be permitted to sell side 
lines after he had “made” a town with 
his principal goods, and it was fur- 
ther said that there wasn’t a house 
in the city in his line of business who 
wouldn't take him on if the oppor- 
tunity offered. 

The Credit Men's Bulletin suggests 
that the best way to meet the matter 
of secret contracts is to have a writ- 
ten agreement between the house and 
the salesmen that they are to devote 
their entire time to furthering the in- 
terests of the ‘house. The danger of 
being caught handling side lines with 
this agreement in existence would, ac- 
cording to The Bulletin, greatly in- 
crease the will power of salesmen 
when it came to refusing alluring of- 
fers made by other firms.

HUBBER OUTPUT 
HUE TO BE CUT 
BY NEW SCHEME 


London Plans Central Selling Of- 
fice to Maintain Prices—Some 
Opposition Is Developing. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—An important 
agitation is being conducted in plan- 
tation rubber circles here with the 
object of forming a central selling 
agency for the purpose of upholdins 
prices. Part of the scheme includes 
the standardization of plantatign rub- 
ber, and it is also suggested that the 
output should be restricted. The cause 
of the agitation is the heavy fall im 
the price of plantation rubber aad 
the disparity between the quotation 
of plantation grades and fine hati 
Para rubber. 

As a result of the agitation, the 
directors of one of the biggest planta- 
tion rubber producers—the Malacca 
Company—have announced their will. 
ingness to gell their entire output for 
the next five years through a central 
sales agency, provided that the age21- 
cy controls at least 30,000 tons o! 
next year's crop, They stipulate, how- 
ever, that the services of the rubber 
produce brokers should be retainel. 
This company’s output last year ex- 
ceeded 2,000,000 pounds, and the ‘s- 
timated production this year is 3,000,- 
000 pounds. 

Other groups are also supporting 
the scheme, but there ts at the same 
time a good deal of opposition to lt 
on the part of those who do not be- 
lHeve in artificial methods of uphold- 
ing prices, especially by restriction of 
output. Many expert observers are 
doubtful whether the scheme will be 
carried out, but all are agreed that 
something must be done itn the in- 
terests of shareholders to help the in- 
dustry. 

At the commencement of the pres- 
ent year the price of standard vlan- 
tation rubber stood about 4s 6d per 
pound; since then it hag declined over 
50 per cent. This fall has had a very 
serious effect upon share values.

No other countries are likely to ex- 
port wheat this year. 

“Rice still is protected by 56 cents a 
bushel duty, and the crop has been 
cut very short by floods in Louisiana 
and East Texas, which sections grow 
most of the rice the United States 
produces. 

“We look for a sharp advance in 
rice, and shrewd jobbers are making 
their purchases now. 

“Latest advices from Brazil point 
to a short crop of coffee, and the mar- 
ket, it seems probable, wil] continue 
to rise. Our correspondents in New| 
Orleans advise early purchases as 
likely to result in economy.

Each man consumed an aver- 
age of three and one-half eggs a day, 
more than would enter into the diet- 
ary of the average person. 

Examinations made regularly 
showed the frozen products 
were having no injurious effect upon 
the system.

A Plea by the Distinguished English 
Novelist for “The Real Spiritual and 
Economical Freedom of Woman,” 


and an Appeal 


“to End the Farce 
That She Is Not Only Free, But a - 


Kind of Sovereign.” 
By HALL CAINE. 


BOUT three years ago I began to write 
A what | believe to be a morality founded 
on certain facts fully known to me. 
When my book waS published this Autumn it was 
declared in some quarters to be an immorality 
impossible to human experience. As a con 
sequence the subject I set out to deal with has 
been obscured and I have wasted the better 
part of two months In contending with a num 
ber of people who have raised a side Issue 
the group of book distributors tn London who 
censored my work and thereby restricted the 
circulation of it In the libraries of Great Britain 
by means of a trade combine which I belleve 
to be illegal, and know to be {mmoral; the 
group of little critics who. belng manifestly un- 
able to write an Engilsh sentence, have been 
telling the public what the faults of my style 
are; the group of big critics who, having strug- 
gied in vain to succeed, have been showing 
what a Hterary sin success is; the group of 
malicious critics who have rejoiced in an op 
portunity of saying that I have prostituted my 
talents in the writing of an indelicate story for 
the sake of large sales and great profits; and 
above all the group of good, honest, well-mean- 
ing folks who, seeing that 1 have been dealing 


with a subject of immorality, have concluded 
that I have written an immoral book which 
they must not talk about, must not touch, must 


not on any account permit to He about openly 
a book which they are quite 
sincerely sorry that a man whom they wished 
to think well of should have allowed himself 
to publish. 

I must not say this is all I have had for my 
book. I have had a number of most sympa 
thetic and searching criticisms from the public 
press both in Great Britain and fn America as 
well as in various foreign countries, and @ 
large body of letters from distinguished people 
of both sexes holding positions of high respon- 
sibility to the public, telling me that there can 
be no question of the sincerity of my aim, and 
that the ordinary, healthy, average man and 
woman cannot mistake my message, or doubt 
that {t {8 a moral one. Perhaps I might leave 
matters at this, trusting to my work to justify 
itself in the long run. and feeling that If It 
does not do so it must be defective. deficient 
at fault somewhere. But I have. I confess, be- 
come impatient of the prolonged misrepre 
sentations of foolish people with heads like a 
bell and tongues like its claprer, so I am now 
trying to abridge it by an attempt to say what 
my book is really about, what subject It 1s in- 
tended to deal with, what gospel !t Is trying 
to preach. 

The best short account of the motive of my 
work came to me a few days ago from the most 
unexpected qvarter—out of a Franciscan mon

astery. “To my mind,” wrote the friar, “you 
preach a glorious gospel—the gospel of free- 
dom in the choice of a life over which nobody 
should act the part of a despot, not even a 
parent. God gave us all Hiberty. He forces 
none. Let consclence be our only guide. 
Otherwise life ends in disaster.” 


If my unknown correspondent, the Francis- 
ean friar, had said that I was trying to preach 
the gospel of freedom for woman !n particular 
he would have described my story exactly as I 
would myself describe it. I feel that In spite 
of al] that law has done throughout the world 


(during the past hundred years particularly) to 
mprove and protect the material position of 
woman, ghe is not now and never has been 
free—spiritually free, economically free, free to 
guide her life by the light of her conscience 
alone, her physical nature and her affections. 
The world ha n all the ages, carried on the 
farce that woman {s not only free, but a kind 


of sovereign. It has always taken off ita hat 
to her in one form or other; it has made her 
the subject of poems, of drama, of pictures 
and even the object of wars. But tn all essen: 
tials of free choice in the government of her 
life, the bestowal of her love, the possession of 
her children, and even the control of her own 
person the world has from the first dented 
freedom to woman, and down to this day it 
denies it. 

Yet what does the law of Nature say? It 
gays that on the freedom of woman—her right 
of guiding her life for herself, of choosing her 
partner, of nurturing, training and educating 
her children, of controlling her own person, of 
being mistress of herself and sovereign of her 
sou)—the real welfare of the race and the 


world depends. Because she is woman, because 
she is wife, because she {s mother, because she 
is the medium through whom the generations 


are carried on, Nature gives her this premier 
place. And Nature's law has been struggling 
all through the history of humanity to assert 
her right to it——by the passion of the lover, by 
the love of the child, by the genius of the poet 
andethe painter, and even the chivalry of the 
warrior. But force, sheer brute force. as I 
think. has been resisting Nature's law. all along 
the centuries. with the result that Woman-——not- 
withstanding everything religion and civiliza- 
tion has done for her—is in all essentials as 
much a subject creature as she was in the 
earliest ages 

The readers of my books will not ask me to 
accept the story in the second chapter of 
Genesis as a literal account of how woman 
came into the world, and what uses God as- 
signed to her. But I do most cheerfully accept 
it as a symbolical rendering of man’s concep 
tion of woman's origin and moral functions 
She came out of man, and therefore belonged 
him, being a part of him, bone of his bone 


and fiesh of his flesh. As a consequence she 
vas a creature who might exrect to be cared 
for by him, to be controlled by him, and to 


ss no separate rights exeert such as he 
rred upon her. God had, in man's view, 
ed this relation; and hence the title 
ory, “The Woman Thou Gavest Me,” 


of x 
whfb, though not Mterally quoted from; the 


authorized version of the Scriptures, faithfully 
reproduces the spirit of the original tongue. 
It is abundantly clear that if Moses was the 
author of the Pentateuch, he really believed 


that woman belonged to man. There {1s not any- 
where in the Mosaic books (so far as I can 
see) the faintest indication of an idea that in 
any answering sense man belonged to woman. 
When a man wanted a wife he “took” her. No 


Woman ever took a husband. The woman's 


first owner was her father, and in one form or 
other he sold her to her husband, as Laban 
sold his daughters to Jacob {n return for seven 
years’ hard labor aplece. That even in those 
days women loved their husbands 1s certain, 
but their love did not determine their choice, 
for nobody ever dreamed of consulting ft, 
Such, apparently, was man’s earliest conces- 
sion of woman's place and use In the world, 
and I ask If we have altered it very materi- 
ally during the thousands of years that have 
intervened, Has clvilization altered it? Has 
law altered {t? Has religion altered it? No, 
they have only ratified it, authorized it, hedged 
it round with pains and penalties, chiefly bear. 
ing upon the woman in every attempt to as- 
sert her natural rights. Still does the father 


control his child, especially his female child, by 
right of fatherhood and in return for material 
Protection; still may he hold her by right of 
law against the natural right of the mother 
Who bore her; st{ll may he sell her to a hus 
band In exchange for money or title or social 
position; and when he marries her, religion 
(which makes such a great point of “free con- 
Sent”) ls so far from recognizing any absolute 
rights within the woman herself to dispose of 
her liberty, or to make of her own free will a 
change in the condition of her life, that {t re- 
quires that her father, or somebody authorized 
to represent him, shall be present at the nup- 
tial ceremony to “give her away.” 

This was the first part of the bumbug of 
female subjection under the guis® of Mberty 
which my novel was intended to expose. The 
woman {tn my story, Inheriting the traditional 
view of woman's position in relation to her 
parent (being so young that her female nature 
is not yet awake, and so Ignorant as the re- 
sult of qa false system of education. that she 
scarcely knows what she {s doing), submits to 
it to the point of marrying a man whom ehe 
does not love, a man who was found and court- 
ed for her, a man who had no better reason to 
desire her than the hope of escaping from the 
embarrassment of his debts by the money her 
father gave In exchange for the rank his name 
conferred on her. 

Of course, I was told that this was an excep- 
“onal situation. I entirely deny !t. There are 
tena of thousands of girls in every generation 
in the new United States as well as in the old 
Great Britain. tn Mary O'Neill's position, or in 
positions of equal helpleasness, and subject to 
equal tyranny. You need not look for them 
only in rich families where vain, ambitious, 
vulgar and perhaps vindictive fathers and 
mothers are trying to make matches for their 
children with titled roues of broken-down for- 
tune! 

So much for the position of woman in the 
making of marriage. Now let us glance at her 
position in the breaking of It. Was ever any- 
thing more unjust? In order to see how low is 
the place assigned to woman In the legal con- 
ception of marriage you have only to look at 
her when she Is trying to Ifberate herself from 
a faithless husband, or even when she Is faith- 
less herself and her husband {s trying to lib- 
erate himself from her. Then you see that she 
is merely her husband's possession, and that 
her virtues are things that have a price. 

Apparently {t has always been so, fn all coun- 
tries and in all ages. My Jewish friends have 
pointed {t out to me with pride that the great 
Israelitish lawgiver was so far ahead of the 
civil law of most of the modern nations that 
he inflicted for infidelity an equal punishment 
on man and woman. But when I look a second 
time | see that this does not mean that he sets 
the same price on the woman as on the man.

Woman’s Position To-day. 


It is the other man (the woman’s husband) 
whose injury he is thinking of when he dooms 
the unfaithful man to death. According to 
Moses a married man may even force an un- 
married woman If he pays a fine to her father, 
and then relieves the father of his unmarriage 
able daughter, whether she desires the man or 
not. 

Then look at the Mosalc law of divorce. We 
are told that when a man has taken a wife and 
married her, and then discovers he does not 
like her, “because he hath found some unclean- 
ness In her,” he is to write a bill of divorce- 
ment and put it into her hand and send her 
out of his house. Think of it! No hint of any 
right on the part of the wife to walk out of 
tne house ff she finds any uncleanness in her 
husband, any drunkeuness or infidelity that 
makes him disgusting to her. 

This, too, in my view, ts shocking. But has 
the modern world made much progress toward 
a better recognition of the right of qa woman 
in herself, not to speak of her right in her 
husband, in exchange for whom she (by the 
laws of natural marriage) has given herself? 
Not one step, so far as I can see, 

Nor can religion claim to have taken a 
much higher view. Never, so far as I know, 
in any age or country has it established mar- 
riage on a foundation of absolute equality be- 
tween man and woman. | look in vain through 
the marriage services of the churches, for any 
clear statement that everything that is required 
of the woman is equally required of the man. 
The service of the Catholic Church, which de 
mands that the woman shall keep “true faith 
unto her husband,” makes no such call upon the 
man, only requiring that he should worship the 
woman with his body and endow her with his 
worldly goods. And the service of the Anglican 
Church, which requires obedience and submis- 


sion from the wife, makes no answering olaim 
for corresronding concessions of liberty on the 
part of the husband. 


According to both these churches it is the 
duty of woman to be chaste, to be constant, 
to be amiable to her husband like Rachel, wise 
like Rebecca, and faithfu] like Sarah but, as 
far as 1 can see, it is required by neither of 
them, nor yet by any of the other churches 
(unless it is the Comtist Church, for Comte 
was, perhaps, the greatest modern apostle of 
monogamy) that man shall also in the same 
absolute sense be chaste, constant and faithful; 
that in marriage he shall give himself to the 


vidual to the family, from the family to the 
nation, from the nation to humanity—are 
suddenly cut short, cut flat, cut dead. He 
finds himself in a horrible quandary. He 
finds that all his arguments apply with disgust- 
ing exactness to himself. 

There {s no reason on earth why he should 
not at once begin to practice the discipline 
himself. There is no way out of ft. Etther 
the thing {s ridiculous or he ought to do It 
himself. This is no matter im which fine 
talking will help him. No faking {fs possible 
His softness betrays him. He comes to real- 
{se that he is the one man of all men for 
whom this discipline {s an immediate neces- 
sity. 

Then {ft is that he sees the true tmpert+ 
nence of the whole idea; and its absurdity. 
Are we not all as fit as fiddles? he asks. Is 
not alcohol on the decline and are not ath- 
letes on the Increase? He thanks heaven that 
he never was and never will be a crank; the 
kind of dull rascal who does not smoke and 
does not drink: who lives on nuts and green- 
stuff and fusses and clacks through life with 
all the persistence of a hen lately guilty of 
an egg. It fs easy to be unjust to-such a man 
But our middle-aged friend is {n an extremely 
difficult position He knows the discipline {s 
good; knows that it would be good for him, 
and yet it would violate a law of his nature 
to start a habit (especially a good habit) at 
his time of life. His, you see, has become 


woman as the woman gives herself to him, an 
offering not of bodily worship merely or of 
worldly goods, but of heart for heart, of soul 
for soul, to belong to his wife as his wife 
belongs to him, choosing her out of all other 
Women in the world to be his, as she chooses 
him out of all other men to be hers. 

Therefore, I say, and my story in Hearst's 
Magazine was intended to say, that in the 
marriage contract the woman ought to be a 
free agent, an equal party; that what man 
asks of her she should be entitled to ask of 
him; that what is counted for sin in her ought 
to be counted for sin in him; and that even 
as the same terms unite them the same terms 
(and the same terms only, no more and no less 
on either side) shall separate them. 

My novel was also intended to say that where 
constraint has been put upon a woman to 
marry, no matter whether it {s parental con- 
straint or any other, where she has been influ- 
enced, persuaded, controlled and dominated, 
s0 that her free will has not been exercised, 
her marriage, whatever religious service has 
celebrated it, is no marriage !n the eyes of God. 
Also that where the marriage has been freely 
and truly made, the breach of its terms by 
either of the parties in the ieading offense of 
infidelity makes it, on the grounds of natural 
law, ipso facto, null and void, and that any 
attempt to distinguish between the sinfulness 
of the same sin in the man and in the woman 
is cruel, barbarous and inhuman. I did not 
always take this view, and anybody its at 
liberty to bring up my own words against me 
who remembers and cares to get them. 

If such, then, is the position of woman ifn 
relation to her father and her husband, accord- 
ing to the morality accepted by civilized society, 
what is her position in relation to her child? 
1 think {t is a perfectly shocking Position and 
an almost unaccountable one. We have to go 
back to elemental matters in order to see in 
all its enormity the position of the mother in 
the world. It is possible to talk so much about 
things that we cease to know anything about 
them, and the world has talked s0 long about 
motherhood that {it appears to have lost the 
sense of what it means. It seems impossible 
to say anything about motherhood and the 
mother without talking commonplaces; yet the 
truth behind both fs just as strange to the 
world, in its customs, its laws, and even its 
Teligion, as if it had never been discovered 
and hardly ever been thought about.

the controlling brain; and he has been obliged, 
in consequence of the sad fact that he no 
longer works himself, to spend the greater 
part of his energy in elaborate devices for 
keeping health and killing time. Those de 
vices he does not like to think foolish. What 
man would? And besides, what would he do 
with his time if they became unnecessary? 

No, no. Bid him preach, and he will preach 
—but practice, Practice is not possible. 

There we have the great obstruction to the 
spread of this fresh-air discipline. It is far 
too practical and too simple and too univer- 
sal in its application. Every man should take 
a pride in his body;every man can and ought 
to practice this discipline. Yet the man in 
authority, the middle-aged man, who f{s fn the 
best position to realize its virtues and spread 
them through the communit¥, cannot use his 
influence because the first step, too’obvious 
for anyone to miss, is that he should practice 
{t himself. And that is very hard for him to 
do. 

But let us for a moment suppose that there 
was room in his life for energy; that he 
tackled and overcame the difficulty of start- 
ing a new, good habit; that he had not lost 
the knack of practice in gaining the knack of 
precept; that he still had power over himself 
as well as authority over others—what might 
not such a man effect in spreading the great 
idea and how simply might he not effect it? 

“Look here,” such a man would say to 


Motherhood is, beyond question, the most vital 
fact of human life. and the mother !s the first, 
the most important agent in the operation of 
natural law. In the relative functions of male 
and female {it is not possible for the most 
learned to say which of the two sexes is the 
dominant partner, but there can be no ques 
tion which ts the more necessary to the wel- 
fare of the human family. Man, the father, 
has always acted as if he thought his work in 
life was the one thing that carried the world 
along. But is it in making laws and fighting 
battles or buying and selling, in ploughing and 
reaping, in preaching and teaching, OF in giving 
birth to children, in nursing and nurturing and 
tro{ning them that the essential business of 
human life consists? Surely it is woman, the 
mother, who is doing the real work on which 
God depends to carry on His world. And be- 
yond his functional part the work of man In 
the scheme of life seems almost accidental. 

And has not nature, in Its divine and In- 
serutable wisdom, justified woman in this sov- 
ereign position over the human race by’ giving 
her the mightiest passions to support it? Think 
of mother-love, the strongest, most —— 
most beautiful, most enduring of all forms 0 
affection, so powerful that there is no self-sac- 
rifice of which {t is not capable, so pure and 
exalted that when man, in the person of the 
Psalmist, tries to convey a sense of divine love, 
the love of God for His children, it is not to the 
noblest love of the human father he can com- 
pare it, but to the unforgetting, unsearchable, 
undying, unrewarded and unrewardable love of 
the human mother with the babe at her breast. 

And has not nature justified woman in the 
supremacy of her motherhood by binding her 
child to her by a bond that is equally mys 
terious and unbreakable? 

That is what Nature, in ite thundering and 
almighty voice, says about Motherhood and 
the place of the mother tn the human family. 
What does man say—man and custom and law 
and religion and the morality of the civilized 
world? Exactly the opposite. They say that 
not the mother but the father is the first agent 
in human life. From the earliest recorded 
days, in which the desert chieftain in number- 
ing his children did not count his daughters, 
through the times of the Israelitish Lawgiver, 
when no woman had property in her offspring, 


down to our own age, when a woman 
inherit land- 


may not, in most countries, 
ed possessions, except by will, or title 
unless by special * patent, or marry with- 


out being given away by her owner, or the 
representative of her owner, the female has 
been without any legal or religious rights in 
her children by virtue of motherhood, except 
the right that is of the essence of her duty— 
to care for her child while it {s too young to 
care for itself. After the early years of infancy 
her son may be taken away from her by the 
law, and when she carries her daughter to 
church to be married she must (failing a 
father) find some male proxy to play the farce 
of giving her to her husband. 

Such is her bad position in refation to her 
child when it 1s born within the pale of the 
law, and hag received the benediction of the 
church; but !f it has been born outside wed- 
lock her position {s many degrees worse. She 
may not give the child its father’s name, and !f 
she attempts to do so she fs guilty of a crim!- 
nal offense. She may not call upon the father 
for any help for his offspring other than 
pecuniary help, and no more of that than is 
necessary to keep its body and soul together. 
As an unmarried mother of an unwanted child 
she is treated by the law as a woman who has 
forfeited certain of a mother’s rights and 
her child as illegitimate {s treated by the law 
of most of the nations as a human being that 
has no claim to inheritance, and no heirs ex- 
cept those of its own body. 

I do not know what the public may think of 
these facts—I think them unutterably inhuman. 
They are a part (perhaps not the worst part) 
of the Infinite legacy of wrong-doing to woman 
which has robbed her for thousands of years, 
and is still robbing her of her rightful place 
in the human family. Save the child? Yes, 
but save the mother first. Don't separate them. 
Don't let the clumsy foot of custom, of law, or 
of philanthropy come between the mother and 
the child, whom nature so clearly meant to 
keep together for the physical and spiritual 
good of both. That was one of the messages 
my book was meant to convey, and it has 
served its purpose and been reward enough 
to me if it has driven this message home. 

Some people, especially in the United States

best-considered appreciation) have complained 
that my book has’no moral, and that stating 
many problems {t solves none. Let us see. It 
is the story of a pure-minded girl, a Catholic, 
who, In early youth and in ignorance of her sep- 
arate rights as a human being, married by her 
father’s wish to a debased and bankrupt noble- 
man, a Protestant. Not loving him she rejects 
and repels the physical approaches that are 
only justified by spiritual affection, but con- 
tinues to live under the same roof with the 
man she has married in order to avoid scandal. 
He breaks his marriage vows on their honey- 
moon and fisunts his infidelities in her face. 
She wishes to be rid of her filthy burden, but 


those over whom he was placed efther as 
headmaster, or minister, or employer, “look 
here. I do these things myself. Their effect 
fe wonderful. You should learn them. I 
want you to have the chance of learning 
them. There's an instructor coming to show 
you the movements.

her unfaithful husband, whom her Church for- 
bade her to divorce, divorces her. She thinks 
this leaves her free to marry the man whom 
she looks upon as her true husband. In the 
eyes of the Jaw it does, but fn the eyes of her 
church it does not. According to the Catholic 
doctrine of indissolubility she is still bound, 
although the man she married is free; she is 
still his wife, although he has married another 
woman. Therefore she cannot marry her lover 
according to the law of the land without cast- 
ing herself out of her Church. This is the 
olimax of her troubles, and in my view the 
most tragic situation into which the false 
morality of the world on the relations of the 
sexes can bring any human being. 

There is a great struggle between her re 
ligion and her love, In which first the one and 
then the other has a temporary triumph. At 
one moment her heart wins, at the next her 
faith conquers. She is tempted to fly away 
from the conflict by taking the vows as a nun, 
the only kind of vows (being vows to God) 
which, according to Catholic theology, can 
cancel the vows to her husband. But she has 
a child which calls to her mother-heart, and 
she cannot leave it to the mercy of the world. 
On the other hand she cannot remain tn the 
world without the certainty. that the woman 
in her will compel her to go, sooner or later, 
to the man she loves. Finally, under the fierce 
strain of emotion, death comes to cut the knot, 
and she dies. 

What then is my moral? The first part of It 
concerns the conditions under which margiages 
are made. I hold that Mary O’Nelll’s marriage 
is no marriage at all, but a grossly immoral 
union, with which it is blasphemous to think 
that God had anything to do. Therefore my 
conclusion is that where such Marriages hav 
been made—elther in ignorance or under the 
tyranny of parental authority, or the economia 
Pressure of life—it is the duty of the law to 
find some quicker means than now exist for 
dissolving them, and the duty of tne Church 
to find some way of cancelling the penalties 
which pertain to the breach of them without 
exposing the victims to suffering and death. 

The second and more important part of my 
moral is that it 1s our duty to set up a higher 
{deal of marriage so as to make such false and 
disastrous marriages less frequent, and, in the 
final result, impossible This is only to be done 
by returning to the laws of nature, by recognia 
{ng the right of woman to be an equal partnern 
never to be dealt with in marriage as !f she be 
longed either to her parent or her husband. 

In order to do this we have to go back to the 
{deal of marriage promulgated by Christ. That 
ideal is very olearly defined. It is a return to 
the law of nature from the Practise tolerated 
by Moses out of submission to the selfishness 
and brute force of man. Mosaic law recognized * 

& man’s right to property in his daughter and 

his wife. Christ entirely dented it. “From the 
beginning it was not so.” And when we look at 

the strangely anachronistic words which the 
author of Genesis puts into the mouth of the ry 
first man, Adam, we find the law of nature, 
which gives equality to the sexes, defined in 
terms almost as clear and full as those of our 
Lord. Man tn marriage {s to put away father 

and mother and cleave to his wife, and they two 

are to be one flesh. No question of giving or 
taking, or separating, or buying and selling, no | 
Suggestion of a bill of divorcement, of sending 
& woman out of the house and never taking her 
back again after she has been defiled. And 
when our Lord has to answer an objection of 
His disciples, which is based cn the old per- 
niclous humbug that man is the master, the 
owner, the superior creature, who can take and 
dismisa his wife according to his lordly will if 
she ceases to find favor in his sight, Christ’s 
words leave no room for uncertainty that im 
true marriage he can do nothing of the kind, 
because the law of God forbids !t. “Wherefore 
they are no more twain but one flesh—what 
therefore God hath joined together let no man * 
put asunder.”

Black eyes are often found associated with strong 
passions and violent friendships. The deeper in color 
such eyes are, the more extreme are the likes and dis- 
likes of their owners.

The active principle of all soaps is al- 
kali, the action of which, ordinarily, is 
to separate dirt from the oil of the skin 
and enable it to be washed away. 

But it seems that certain skins are not 
proof against the action of alkali, and 
soap acts as a deterrent because it forms 
an emulsion with dirt and the liberated 
alkali removes the fat which causes dirt 
to cling.

are generally made with superior ma- 
terials, and for that reason may be pre- 
ferred, An interesting contribution on 
this subject yappears jn the reports 
recently issued from the laboratory of 
the Royal College of Physicians of Edin- 
burgh. In an article entitled ‘Soaps and 
their Effect on the Skin,” Dr. Frederick 
Gardiner points out that among the 
dearer toilet and superfatted soaps the 
proportion of mineral ash and alkali is 
at least as high as in the coarser types. 

When an alkaline solution such as 
that of soap touches the skin there is in- 
duced, he says, both an excessive secre- 
tion of the acid sebum and sweat, and a 
solvent effect on the protective epithe- 
lium. Beviewing the different ingredients 
found in soaps, he concludes that all 
soaps from their chemical constitution 
must be irritant to the normal skin. The 
effect varies, he states, with the indivi- 
dual skin, and is more pronounced in 
senile and diseased skins. Cotton seed 
oil and rancid fats, according to his ob- 
servations, are probably largely respon- 
sible for the irritant effects in cheaper 
soaps,

Castor oil soap, he finds, is least irrt- 
tating, but it has the disadvantage of 
being too freely soluble and therefore 
wasteful, while it is apt to become ran- 
cid.

If these deductions are correct Dr. 
Gardiner thinks they supply a reason for 
*he bad effects of modern domestic soaps 
of the cheaper and clothes-washing kinds, 
as they are made mostly from cheaper 
fats and the cheap oils, cocoanut and 
cotton seed. Formerly tallow and olive 
oil were more used and the evil effects 
of soaps were not so pronounced at that 
time.

Here occurred the many mir- 
acles and wonderful events of the 
Exodus—the cloud by day and the 
pillar of fire by night, the feeding of 
the people with manna, the miracu- 
lous production of water by Moses, 
the battle with the Amalekites, the 
appearance of the Lord on the 
mount, the building of the Ark, the 
worshipping of the golden calf, the 
budding of Aaron’s rod, the raising 
of the brazen serpent by Moses and 
finally the death of Moses. 

The ‘Sinaitic Peninsula covers 
about 10,000 square miles, and there 
was plenty of room for the forty 
years’ wandering. The traveller who 
sees the land to-day can easily un- 
derstand why miracles were neces- 
sary to keep the children of Israel 
alive. Jt is an exceedingly barren 
wilderness, largély composed of 
rocks. It only maintains a handful 
of natives, and it is believed that the 
number has hardly changed since 
prehistoric times. Though barren, 
the land is very picturesque, and the 
red mountains rising abruptly into 
the clear sky are wonderful. 

Nearly all the sites mentioned in 
Exodus and the other _ books of 
the Old Testament are identified by 
the monks and by local traditions. 
There is a peak called Jabal Ras-es 
Safsaf, which is said to be the exact 
spot from which Moses witnessed 
the worshipping of the golden cal! 
by the children of Israel. it is a 
small peak, giving an excellent view 
of a large plain, which might very 
well have been the place where the 
Israelites indulged in their idola 
trous festivities, as described it 
Exodus: 

“And it came to pass as svon as 
he came nigh unto the camp that he 
Saw the calf and the dancing; and 
Moses’s anger waxed hot, and he 
cast the tables out of his hands and 
brake them beneath the mount. 

“And he took the calf which they 
had made and burnt it in the fire 
and ground it to powder and strewed 
it upon the water, and made the 
children of Israel drink of it.”

pect to have this fortune bring her 
happiness? It is a fortune founded 
and fattened on dishonor. Its. his- 
tory reeks with intrigue. It has been 
handed down from court favorites to 
lovers, from unwed mothers to ille- 
sitimate sons. And as the wealth 
she now holds is flavored with dis- 
honor, so also is Lady Sackville’s 
family history. : 

In 1881 Sir Lionel Sackville-West 
was British Minister to» Washington. 
Later he was dismissed for attempt 
ing to influence an American Presi- 
dential election. He had no wife, but 
his three qaughters and a son lived 
with him in his Washington home. 
The eldest. girl, then in her teens, 
was good looking, vivacious and very 
overbearing. She assumed all the 
prerogitives of an Ambassadress, 
gave herself great airs and was quite 
generally disliked. Washington dip- 
lomatic society objected to receiving 
the Sackville-West children, for the 
fact that Sackville-West had not 
married their mother, who died in 
1871, was very well known. After be- 
ing dismissed from Washnigton Sack- 
ville-West inherited the title of Bar- 
on Sackville. 

It was while she was in Washing- 
ton that Miss Victoria Sackville- 
West, as the Minister's daughter was 
called, conceived the idea of marry- 
ing her first cousin, Lionel, who 
would succeed to the title at her fa- 
ther’s death. Knowing that her 
brother, like herself, was illegitimate, 
this seemed the one sure way to 
make herself a woman of title. The 
Sackville family acknowledged the 
existence of the children of the Span- 
ish dancer, but there was a keen 
struggle to keep the heir from mar- 
rying Miss Victoria. 

But Victoria won. No son was 
born to the young couple. Thus did 
fate strike her first blow against the 
ambitious woman. A daughter was 
born, but no woman can inherit the 
Sackville title. When this girl was 
sixteen years of age fate struck an 
other terrible blow. Lord Sackville. 
the former Minister, died, and at the 
moment that Lionel Sackville-West 
cume into the title and the magnifi 
cent estates Henry, the natural son 
of the Spanish dancer, put in his 
claim for them on the ground that 
his parents had been married. 

The fight for the Sackville peerage 
is a historic one in English society. 
Not for an instant did Lady Sack- 
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Latin, which translated reads as fol- 
lows: “This book concerning women 
was bound in a woman's skin that it 
might be more agreeable. Witnesses:

Michard.”

Lady Sackville. The Scott relatives 
contested the will last Spring, claim- 
ing that Lady Sackville had hypno 
tized their brother; that she had 
stolen into his library to hunt for his 
will; that she had pursued him at 
all times and at all hours. They 
swore on the stand that she had been 
responsible for their mother’s death, 
and that in the Scott family the 
Sackvilles were called “the hungry 
locusts,” and Her Ladyship in partic 
ular as “the earthquake.” 

Every argument put forth by the 
Scott lawyers was refuted by Lady 
Sackville’s cleverness, and in the end 
the jury awarded her the bulk of the 
Scott fortune, which may amount to 
over $7,000,000.) It includes a Park 

Lane mansion and one in Paris. 

Lord Sackville on the stand swore 
that he approved of this friendship 
and that Scott had of his own free 
will paid a mortgage of $190,000 on 
Knole Park. 

It was testified that Sir John Scott 
liked to sit by Lady Sackville while 
she let her glorious hair fall over her 
shoulders, but the jury found she 
had exercised no undue influence 
over him. 

As Lady Sackville sees herself pos 
sessed of the fortune she fought for, 
she knows that. in a way, she has 
paid for it. Scott developed into a 
crochety old man. He showered het 
with pearls one day and quarreled 
with her the next. Among his gifts 
to her were many jewels of great 
value, an emerald bracelet worth 
$25,000, and checks that ran up into 
the hundred thousands, 

In 1911 Sir John weakened in his 
allegiance to his friend. and told her 
he had changed his will, leaving the 
bulk of bis fortune to his family. 
Lady Sackville then wrete a piteous 
letter to a friend, in which she said:

of George IV, winning him awn; 
from Mrs. Fitzherbert, with whon 
he had contracted an ecclesiastics 
murriage, She extorted from him 
large gifts of money and property— 
even art treasures and crown jewels. 

She had one son, the Earl of Yar- 
mouth, afterward third Marquis of 
Hertford. He was the original of the 
infamous old Marquis of Steyne of 
Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair.” He 
greatly increased this fortune by 
marrying a celebrated beauty, Maria 
Fagniani, who had inherited much 
wealth from three men, each of 
whom supposed himself to be her fa- 
ther. The old Duke of Queensberry 
left her $3,000,000 as well as country 
places and a number of houses, des- 
ignating her as his daughter. George 
Selwyn left her a fortune and her 
mother’s husband, an Italian noble- 
man, left her his estates. 

But the Marquis of Hertford: did 
not long enjoy his wife’s presence or 
wealth. She presented him with an 
heir and then went to Paris, where, 
four years later, she haq another 
son whom she called Henry Seymour, 
and later a third son whom she 
named Richard Wallace. When the 
Marchioness of Hertford died she 
left her whole fortune to her oldest 
son, who was then fourth Marquis of 
Hertford. Oddly enough, there was 
a great attachment between the Mar- 
quis and the illegitimate Richard 
Wallace, his half-brother. When he 
died, in 1870, he left all bis fortune— 
that received from his father, which 
had been founded by the King’s fa- 
vorite, and that received from his 
mother—to his half-brother. Thus 
this dishonored but great fortune 
passed from the Hertford family. 

This fortune enabled Richard, at 
the agerof forty-five, to marry the 
lady who ‘had passed as his wife for 
twenty-three years and who was the 
mother of his son, Edmond. 

The Wallaces, in spite of the irreg- 
larity of their marriage, made some 
friends in England, but Queen Viec- 
toria refused to recognize Lady Wal- 
lace, although she had knighted 
Richard Wallace for his services to 
England in the days of the Com 
mune, 

In 1875 Sir Richard engaged a 
private secretary, son of a nor 
Scotch surgeon, John Scott. This see 
retary lived with the Wallaces until 
Sir Richard died, in 1890. All his 
fortune, now numbering some $10.- 
000,000, was left to his widow. 

John Seott continued to serve Lady 
Wallace during the eight years of 
her widowhood. On her death, In 
1898, she left her vast art collection 
to the British nation and all her 
money to the secretary, who, at one 
bound, ‘became a wmulti-millionaire 
and a man of considerable jimpor- 
tance in London. 

And it is this fortune, with its un- 
suvory history, that Lady Sackville 
fought for and that her daughter 
spurns unless she be allowed to 
shore it with her commoner husband, 
young Harold Nicholson, son of an 
assistant clerk in the House of Com- 
mons.

If he had only had a weakness for drunken- 
ness, if he had been a spendthrift, or guilty of some crime which 
made him amenable to the laws of the land; if, in fact, he had 
committed any act, which had no effect upon my career or upon 
my life, I would speak just as dispassionately.

An enormous catyclysm which comes to a 
young life leaves little impression on the spir- 
its of the child. Doctors say that children who 
lose their limbs. in accidents come to maturity 
with a sense of having been born as they are, 
without any recollection of previously having 
been better equipped for the battle of life.

eon, Yorkshire pudding, tea, bread and butter; for din- 
ner, warm milk and cheese; for supper, roast pork and 
beer The jury returned a_ verdict that the child 
came to its death from “indiscreet feeding,” but the 
popular verdict will be that it was a case of murder 
through criminal ignorance 
A mixed diet is required by children Parents in- 
sist upon a sameness in their children’s meals that 
they would never tolerate in their own. Animal food 
should not be wiven too frequently at first, but an ae- 
tive child of four years or upward may have it once 
a day. One of the first forms of animal food 
that may be given to children is beef juice, which, 
with a little judgment, may be given from a few months’ 
old, if the infant seems insufficiently nourished 
Raw beef juice is most valuable for young and weak- 
ly children. It can be made quite easily by cutting up 
a pound of rump steak, just covering it with water and 
leaving it to stand for eight hours. By that time it

teaspoonful doses to children under six months, and 
increased later. 

Raw beef pulp is very useful in cases of scurvy-rick- 
ets and rickets, and may be prepared as follows: Cut 
a loin beefsteak into the finest possible pieces, and free 
it from all fat particles; then put into a mortar, and 
pound until the meat becomes pulpy; next rub through 
a sieve and season with salt. A teaspoonful of this 
pulp three or four times a day will be sufficient for a 
child a year old. See how it agrees with the child and 
regulate the amount given accordingly. 

When baby is well on with cutting his teeth at about 
fifteen or sixteen months, he may nave eggs cooked in 
different ways and light farinaceous puddings, custard 
and the like. To help in forming the teeth, and es- 
pecially when the bones seem a little weak, food such 
as hominy, rice and oatmeal porridge, which is of great 
value, may be sweetened with malt extract which should 
always be used if sugar disagrees. The diastase which 
this contains helps to digest starch, and it contains 
both flesh and bone-forming and heat-giving material. 
Children like it very much and grow fat upon it. It 
is a very good plan to spread it on their bread instead 
of butter. For dinner at about sixteen months of age 
a little boiled white fish, such as haddock or cod, 
carefully picked over so as to be free from bones, and 
the flakes well shredded so as to be easily digested, 
may be given with a mealy potato squeezed from the

Parents insist upon a sameness 


skin in which it has been boiled or 
baked, with butter and salt. Mothers 
should be careful not to omit salt 
from their children’s food, as it is an 
important food, 

Plenty of fresh, pure water should 
be allowed. It should be remembered 
that water is, in truth, the most 


important food, no less than 79 out of 100 parts of the 
blood being water. Water is, of course, contained in 
all articles of food, but I think parents need not be so 
afraid as they sometimes seem to be of allowing their 
children to take it for itself. 

Dinner should consist of meat, bread, vegetables and 
fruit, or fruit pudding; suet pudding with brown sugar 
or malt extract is very good for children; with water 
for a drink. At breakfast, fish, or an egg, or marma- 
lade, or stewed fruit, should be given as a change from 
the usual porridge, or bread and milk; both at this 
meal and tea, the drink should be milk only, cold or 
warm, or diluted with water and sweetened to taste 
For tea bread and butter or bread and marmalade, or 
toast, with perhaps a little stewed fruit for a change 
If supper is required, plain crackers, bread “and butter, 
with milk and water or bread and milk may be given. 

The craving for sugar in children is a natural and 
wholesome one. Physiologists have proved that both 
sugar and fatty matters are oxidized in the body—or, I 
might say, burnt up—and during this process heat is 
evolved. Now, the child, just as much as it loves sugar, 
abhors fat, and it is only reasonable to suppose the 
childish system demands more sugar firstly, because 
it loses more heat than the adult, and, secondly, be- 
cause it cannot deal with much fat. Looking at the 
matter from this point of view we see how wrong are 
those people who object to give their children sweet 
things which the adult does not very much care for, 
while trying to force them to eat fat for which they 
have a supreme disgust. People are apt also to give 


their children little or no fruit. They have not the 
slightest objection to giving them mercury (calomel) 
or other irritating purgatives, but they deny them what 
will prevent the evil they desire to cure. Green vege- 
tables and fruit are a welcome addition to baby’s dinner. 

If a child shows a marked distaste for any particular 
kind of food, it is wrong to force it to eat that kind. 
Firstly, such enforced obedience creates ill-feeling; 
secondly, food which is disagreeable is likely to cause 
indigestion; and thirdly, there may be some organic 
idiosyncrasy which renders that food obnoxious to the 
system. There is a case on record of a man on whom 
mutton seemed to act as a kind of irritant poison, and 
similar cases are not rare. 


On the other hand if a child has a strong desrre for 


one kind of food, it is unwise to deny it, unless you 
can show a very good reason for so doing, when you 
should tell the child that reason as simply as possible; 
as, for instance, “No, dear, that will give you a pain in 
your stomach or make you sick.” Never be misled 
into saying: “Such things are not good for little girls 
and boys,” for children do not see why grown-up peo- 
ple should have the good things which they are for- 
bidden. If, however, you give a reason which at once 
appeals to their own experience of the order of nature, 
‘hey are ready to recognize it as a sound one. 

Children when they are much out of doors and very 
active, as all children-should be, require very much 
more food,and more nourishing food, than when they 
are confined to the house and sit about a great deal. 
Hence, if a child is kept indoors by some slight in- 
disposition, it should not, as a rule, be pressed to eat, 
‘f there is any disinclination for food, as that disinclina- 
ion generally arises from the fact that food, for the 
time being, is not required; and if under these circum- 
stances the child is encouraged to eat by the offer of 
dainties, a great deal more harm than good is done. 
Many a slight indisposition is made a grave one by the 
tendency parents have to stuff their children with food 
as a remedy for ills. 

If a child is constitutionally feverish and excitable, 
its diet should be unstimulating, and consist mainly 
of milk, farinaceous and vegetable food. If, on the 
other hand, it is dull and lymphatic, disinclined to ac- 
tivity and with cold extremities, its food should be 
as stimulating as possible, mainly animal; in this con- 
dition, too, coffee may be given with breakfast and tea 
at tea time; and in extreme cases a little wine may 
be allowed at dinner. By means of careful dieting 
much may be done to influence for good constitutional 
states of the system, 


If You Have BLUE BLOOD---See a DOCTOR 


HE boast of “blue blood” is an old 

one, especially among the F. F. 

V's. (First Families of Virginia), 
but the explanation of the term is not by 
any means Clear. It is supposed that the 
term “blue blood” was applied especially 
to those women of refinement and deli- 
cately translucent skins, through which 
the blue blood in the veins appeared, this 
being esteemed a mark of high breeding 
and ancestry. 

To the scientist “blue blood” means 
something very different The blood in 
the arteries should be of a bright red 
color, and only afte it) has passed 
through the system and the oxygen has 
been extracted by the lymphatics. for the 
nourishment of the tissues, does the blood 
appear blue as it courses through the 
Veins, on its way back to the lungs for 
renewing the needed oxygen. 

When the physician wishes to test the 
blood he draws it either from the wrist 
or from the lobe of the ear, because this 
is arterial blood and best shows how rich

or poor the blood is in red corpuscles. If 
he is an ignorant practitioner (and there 
are one or two of these) he may draw the 
blood from the tips of the fingers, when 
he would find it blue, for here the ar 
teries connect directly with the veins, 
without any intervening capillaries, and 
the test of the blood here would be very 
unsclentific. But here, teo, is another 
proof that the term “blue blood” has ref- 
erence to the appearance of the venous 
blood through the thin skin of the fingers, 
for it is also a phrase in common usage: 
“She is a lady to the tips of her fingers.” 

Those who examine the blood are very 
eareful to note its color with the naked 
eye as it is drawn from the wrist or ear- 
lobe, for its various shading from red to 
dark blue indicate to the expert much 
concerning the State of the patient's sys- 
tem. If it be dark blue in color this is a 
certain indicatiou that gases are aecumu 
lated in the intestinal tube or stomach, 
and that decomposition and putrefactive 
processes are going on somewhere in the 
system. 

If the drop of blood drawn at the 
proper spot is deep crimson in color, it is 
an indication of excessive oxygenation, 
or more probably too thin blood, proving 
that the patient is suffering from leu- 
kemia, or often that tuberculosis has at- 
tacked this person. Tests of the blood 
should be made several times, because 
of changing conditions, and the show of 
blue blood, for instance, may be only tem- 
porary, @n account of a momentary clog- 
sing of the system with the consequent 
putrefaction processes. 

Dr. Robert L. Watkins has called spe- 
cial attention to the value of this ex- 
amination of the blood as to color, for 
diagnosing diseases, holding that it is a 
simple and valuable source ef informa- 
tion. He has found that the blood is al- 
Ways blue in cases of scurvy, typhoid 
fever (during the destructive tissue 
stage), gangrene, asphyxia, apoplexy and 
paralysis. In ptomaine poisoning and 
xuto-intoxication the blueness is very dis- 
tinct, and is of great value because it 
insy be seen at ouee and the physician 
heed not wait to go to his laboratory 
and microscope. 

It has been found that in Jiabetes the 
slood is generally red, or even scarlet, 
and also in acute tuberculosis, while in

the later stages of tuberculosis the blood 
is blue. 

The physical explanation of red blood 
and blue is plain to the physician, for he 
knows that all of the blood in the body 
passes through the lungs once every min- 
tite, carrying with it the carbonic acid 
gas which it has taken up from the lym- 
phatics at it hurried through the system 
und that when it reaches the lungs the 
carbonic acid is thrown off and replaced 
by the oxygen taken from the air, thus 
restoring the redness to the blood whici 
the heart is to pump through the body 
once more. 

The appearance of blueness in the 
veins, if your skin is transparent, is per- 
fectly normal, but nothing to be espe 
cially proud of, for every healthy person 
con boast the same “blue blood,” but if 
the blood is blue when drawn from an 
artery, then the system is deranged and 
no time should be wasted in consulting 
the most expert physician, for something 
is radically wrong. 


Why NICOTINE Means TOBACCO 


YRSHIPPERS at the shrine of “My 
W Lady Nicotine’—and how many 
millions burn incense before her 
altar—are not all aware of the origin of 
the word nicotine, or of the correct ac- 
count of the awakening to the value of 
tobacco on the Continent of Europe. Most 
of us are Satisfied with the statement that 
Sir Walter Raleigh introduced the “weed” 
into England, and suppose that it spread 
thence all over Europe simply for smok- 
ing purposes.

It is just as if an electric 
current were running along a wire, but you 
insulated the end of the wire, and therefore 
could not get the shock. Or, rather, the 
electric wire of your nerve is alive and 
Teady to feel, but the sensitive end being 
Paralyzed no sensation of pain can enter 
upon the nerve. The especial value of this 
new painless method is that the administer- 
ing of the gases may continue indefinitely 
without any bad results so that the dentist 
does not have to hurry or skimp his work, 
and the patient is perfectly at ease under 
all the nerve-racking grinding, boring and 
hammering. The scientists call this “Anal- 
gesia,” or painlessness, and it is a great boon 
indeed in the reduction of the pain in having 
your teeth properly cared for. 


King in Portugal, in the year of our Lord

From that time on this herb was famous 
throughout all Lisbon, where the Court 
of the King of Portugal was held at that 
time, and the virtue of this herb was 
announced far and wide, and the people 
called it “the ambassador's herb.” 

The London Ambassador, seeing that 


such beneficent effects were produced by 
this herb, and having heard that the Lady 
Montigny that was had died at Saint Ger- 
mains of an ulcer on the breast, which 
had turned into a noli me tangere, for 
which no remedy was known at that 
time, and that the Countess of Ruffe had 
consulted all the famous physicians of 
that realm to help to hea¥ her face, but 
that none of them had found any remedy, 
he thought it wise to communicate his 
good news to France; and, therefore, sent 
to King Francis II. and to the Queen 
Mother, telling them all about tobacco 
and how to use it, as well as how to 
apply it to this dread disease, as had 
been proved by experience. 

In this way we have evidence that to- 
bacco was considered the cure for ulcers 
and even for cancerous growths, more 
than for smoking, and in this way the 
word nicotine is to be traced to this 
Ambassador, John Nicot. 
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“Master Nicot used a plaster made 
of bruised tobacco leaves to heal 
ulcers and troublesome wounds.”

One effectual preventive of the tattoo of 
grease Stains on the wall of a bedroom is to 
move the bed out of arms reach from the 
wall.

But if the wal! paper has been thus defaced 
three remedies await. One is to place a j..ece 
of blotting paper over the spot and, pressing 
a hot iron against it, attempt to draw the 
grease from the wall paper into the blotting

paper. This must be deftly done to accom- 
plish the result. It is well if one person holds 
the blotting paper, a large piece of it, over the 
spot and another presses the iron over it, turn- 
ing it round and round, and repeating the 
process so that the work be thoroughly done 
and no rim of the grease remains, leaving an 
ugly circle. 

Should this fail, or if it be inconvenient, as 
in the case of hotel apartment dwellers, or 
lodgers in studios or furnished rooms, you 
may resort to naphtha or gasoline. 
work by day as both of these cleaning agents 
are highly combustible. Dip a sponge or 
flannel cloth into either one and rub it briskly 
but lightly over the spot, preferably with a 
motion. Change the cloth for 
another as soon as it is soiled otherwise the 
dirt will be rubbed into the paper and a bad 
matter be made worse.

HE mystery of what becomes of the pins we lose

Johann Schildkraft, in his laboratory, daily 

watched the so-called disappearance of the pin and has 

read this riddle of common life, “What becomes of lost 
pins?” 

Dr. Schildkraft has announced that the pins we lose 
we do not in fact lose. Differently phrased, he asserts 
that the loss of a pin is our gain in quality and quantity 
of life giving air.

Won't Make You Usly 


cheerfulness is the line that divides 
work from drudgery. The difference 
is not in quantity of work, but in the 
spirit of it. Most persons work hard, 
very hard. The woman you perhaps 
envy, the society woman, works hard 
keeping her engagements, ordering 
her house, attending to her corre- 
spondence. Frequentiy we read or 
hear of a “society leader” breaking 
down from overwork. Artists, 
‘actresses, prima donne, are almost 
continuously busy. Life for them is 
a procession of duties, a constant 
pressing by one duty upon the heels 
of the others. 

T will wager, my dear little house- 
wife, that I work harder than you 
do, more continuously, with more un- 
relenting stress. So accept my as- 
surance that your work is 
not debeautifying. It will 
not make you uely, if first 
you do it with cheerful in- 
terest. 


Apply your intelligence 
to every task. Intelligence 
will save muscle. To use 
a common adage of yours. 
“Make the head save the 
heels.” Conserve your 
strength in all that you do. 
Never waste an ounce of 
strength any more than 
you would throw away a 
ten-dollar bill. Take, for 
example, sweeping. I have 
watched housemaids sweep 
when I longed to box 
their ears for the way 
they did it. The common 
way of sweeping is the 


wrong way. A woman bends the 
body forward, seizes the broom 


at arm's length from the body and 
uses every ounce of vitality in her 
sweeping. That is wrong. It is worse 
—it is stupid. Sweeping is work 
for the arms alone. Hold your shout- 
ders back and your spine straight. 
Let the weight of the broom and the 
pressure of the resistance of carpef. 
or floor fall upon the muscles of the 
arms. It will start the blood bound- 
ing through them, will rebuild wast 
ed tissues, will round thin arms and 
reduce the unseemly circumference 
of too heavy ones. It will, in a word, 
do what re-established circulation at 
Ways does—make the body more symm 
metrical. Furthermore, sweeping done 
in this way will not cause the shoul- 
ders to stoop nor the back to ache 


nor the face to take on that strained 
look that follows weariness. More- 
over, if the woman be overweight, it 
will, by causing the exercise of that 
little-useqd pair of muscles that at- 
tach the arms to the fleshy structure 
of the back, reduce the size of that 
unbecoming roll of fat that lies be 
tween her two shoulder blades. 
Don't regard dusting as a bugbea r.
